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of his bodye and countenance, be put in mynde conti- 
nually, that albeit hee were here for a ſeaſon, as a wan- 
dring Pylgrime vpon earth, yet his cod was, tobe a free 
Citizen, and an 1nheritor of heauen aboue: And as they 
by Reaſon and Coniecture were ledde ſo to thinke: ſo 
we by fayth, and expreſſe commaundement, are moo-

He walked not in the feppes ol Dauid, but followed the 
wapes of hys father befoze him. Pet (notwpthſfanding) 
foz Danids ſake, God gaue him a light, that is to ſape, a 
ſonne to reigne oner Juda. He duercame Jeroboam in 
battell wyth an Armie of fower hundꝛed thouſande, not- 
withſtanding, the other had twiſe ſo many choſen and pic⸗ 
ked men. Df the which, Abia flue fine hundꝛed thouſande, 
and weakened the power of Jeroboam ſo ſoꝛe, that he was 

neuer able to recouer hys ſfrength againe, ſo long as Abia 
reigned. This King had. xiitj. Wyues, by whome he had 
xxu. Donnes,and xvj. Daughters. He reigned but th:es 
xeares, and was burped in the Citie of Dauid. 


Abia, the tonne of Fcroboam being ſick on a time, hys 
father called the Nnene his wyfe vnto him, and bade hyꝛ 
dilgulſe hir ſelfe j in no wyſe the might be knowne what 
woman ſhee was.

Then, being comfo:ted of Dauid, 
be abode wyth him, and was his Pꝛieſt and Coꝛrmſapler, 
ſo long as he reigned . But in the ende of Dauids reigne, 
he conſented wpth Adoniah (who had exalted himſelfe) to 
ſtabliſhe him in the kingdome , after the death of Dauid. 
But Salomon (bepng pꝛoclapmed, and the other depoſed) 
as ſone as he was poſſeſſed , depzpued Abiathar and pla- * 
ced Sadock in hys rowme ; And ſo was the woꝛde of the 
Lo2de fulfilled, which he had ſpoken befoze, concerning 
the houſe ol Eli, fo: Abtathar was the laſt of that lyne; 

& Abiathar, Father of the Remnant: or excellent Father, 


Abigail, the wpfe of Naball p Carmelite, was a wo- 
man not onelp bewtifull,but of a ſingular wyſedome with 
all. Fo2 when hir huſbandes denypall to Dauids men foz 
ſuſtenaunce in their maiſters neceſſitie was tolde hir: ſhe 
then (conſidering the great diſpleaſure that might ariſe of 
the occaſton offered) haſted to lode hir Aſſes wpth ſundꝛye 
kind? of victuals, ſending them foꝛth befo2e hir, and folo- 


wing aftcr wyth ſpeede : And as ſhee was goyng, the pꝛo⸗ 


uidence ol God was ſo, that ſhe mette Dauid by the wap, 
vpon the ſide of an hyll comming to Carmell, determined 
vtterly to haue deſtroyed hir huſbande, and all that he had 
by the dawning of the dape folowpng . Then the (percey- 
ung the furic of Dauid) lighted downe of hir Alle, falling 
flatte on the ground befoꝛe him, and ſo began hir peticion, 
which was ſo pithilpe framed and done, that in the ende, 
the pacifped hys wzath , and ſtayed his handes from ſhed- 
bing of bloud that dape, foꝛ the which ſhe was highly com- 
mended and pzayſcd of Dauid, who gently recepuing hir 
pꝛeſent, did cleerclp rempt the churliſhe behaniour of Na- 
ball hir huſbande foz hir ſake .

Abimelech, Bing of the Philiſtines , e 7: 
which had the fcare of God befoze his eyes, as it may ap- 
peare in the ſtoꝛie of Abꝛaham, by his godly entertapne- 


not hys wyfe, as they had both vnto hym . And 
hauyng a mynde to the woman, he twke hir from Abꝛa⸗ 
ham, intending to haue coupled wyth hir in mariage, and 
not foꝛ no ſinfull deſire. But when (by the vopce of God) 
be knewe ſhe was Abꝛahams wyfe in derde, and he a Pꝛo⸗ 
phct, and his houſe ſoꝛe plagued foꝛ hir ſake, he was right 
{ozpc foz that he had done, and alſo diſpleaſed with Abꝛa⸗ 
ham foz ſo diſſemblyng wpthhym in ſo we yghtie a cauſe, 
conlidering the diſhoneſtie that myght haue happened 
vnto his wyfe by ſome of hys men, and the perill ol Gods 
indignation on hym and on hys kingdome fo2 the ſame: 

pet notwithſtanding, when he knewe the cauſe ol Abꝛa⸗ 
hams diſſembling, he poſſeſt hym wyth cattell, ſeruants, 
ends an deliuered Dara his wpfe vnto hym a⸗ 


ment of his wpfe, whome he toke to be his very ſiſter and 
confeſſed 
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The lyues of holy Saints, 

gapne, gyuing him alſo free libertie, to dwell and inha⸗ 
bite where he woulde , wythin the pzecina of hys domi⸗ 
nion. Then Ab:aham pꝛayed vnto God foz Abimelech, 
at whole peticion the Loꝛde remoued his plague from the 
houſe of Abimelech , ſo that the women concepued and 
b:ought fozth childꝛen, as befoze they had done. The lyke 
ſtoꝛy is of Jſaac, Chapter.xxvj. q Abimelech/Ibe Kings 
Father, or 4 Father of Counſel, or the Chiefe King. 


Abimelech, the ſonne of Jerobaal, (otherwyſe Gede⸗ 
on) was a wicked Tyꝛant, and a p2owde ambicious co- 
uctons man. Fo2 when hys father was deade, hee (to be 
king of Iſrael) conſulted with all his mothers kyndꝛed to 
perſwade the people that it was better to haue one man 
to reigne duer them, than all v ſonnes of Jerobaal (which 
were. xx. perſons in number.) And alſo to conſider that he 
was of their fleſhe and bloude, as well as the other were, 
which matter beyng moned to the people, they all conſen- 
ted to cleaue to Abimelech, and to make hym their kpng 
and gouernour. And that he ſhoulde be the better aſſured 
of their god wylles and obedient hearts, they gaue vnto 
him a great ſumme of monep, wyth the whpch,he hyꝛed a 
ſoꝛt ot light bꝛayned felowes. And firſt of all, went to his 
kathers houſe, and flewe all his bꝛethꝛen, ſaue Jothan the 
vongeſt, who eſcaped his bloudie handes and fled. But 02 
he had reigned a two oz thzee yeares, the fire of hatred be / 
gan ſo to kindle betwerne him + the Sichemites, with the 
houſe of Mello (who had pzeferde him. befoze to the king- 
dome) that at length it burſt out into ſo great a flame, that 
it coulde not be quenched, till chaunce of warre made an 
ende of the CTyꝛant: foꝛ in the ende after diners victoꝛies) 
he fozced the Sichemites to take the ſtrong tower ol The⸗ 
bes foꝛ their refuge, and coueting nye to the ſame, to haue 
ſet it on fire, a certapne woman thzewe downe a peece of 
a Pylſtone bppon his heade , and bzake his Skull to the 
bꝛayne: Who then (feeling himſelfe ſoze wowed) *

 Abiſag, was a godly fayze yonge Damoſell, bꝛought 
vp in the Citie of Sunem, And ( fo2 hir beautie and ma- 
ners)choſen to keepe t᷑ noꝛiſhe King Dautd in his extreme 
age: After whole death ( being ſtill a pure Mayde) She 

might not be ſuffered to marry with Adomah the kpnges 
b;other. Abiſag, The Fab Fatbers Ignorances 


Abiſai, was Danids ſiſters forme, and Bzather to Jo- 
ab, His mothers name was Zarniah. He conſented not 
with Abſalon , but ſfacke to Dauid hys Wnkle in all hys 
troubles . He was ſo gricued with the \ſpytefull rebukes 
and raylings of Semei, which he made againſt his Unkle 
Dauid in his aduerſitie,that(if Damid had nat ſtayed him) 
zin by the heade than he 
- By his great ſtrength and hardineſſe, he reſcued 
—— — a monſtrous Gyant (the y2on 
of whole ſpeare weyed th:e hundꝛed Sicles)and flewe the 
Giant, with thze& handed Philiſtines mo , fo2 the which, 
he is counted as chicke among the th:& Moꝛthyes belon⸗ 
Amar TAbiſai, The Fathers Rewarde. 


Abner, the ſonne of Ner, was Captapne Generall d⸗ 
ner the hoſte of King Saul, by whoſe wiſedome, man- 
bade, and felt, the houſe of aut tas cel helve vp 


his ſernant, and bade him dzawe out hys ſwozde and ryd 
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pꝛetence 
bag though he woulde haue talked with 


e hues of holy Sams, 


in the time of Sauls 


and 


ſtrengthned, not only reigne, but 
v. ſo long alla as he ſerued Jſboſeth his ſonne, whome he ſet 


bp and made king in his fathers ſte ; de, and gouerned hys 
hoſte, as he had done his fathers be loꝛe: But in the firſk 
battell he made againſt Joab (Dauids Captaine) foꝛtune 
went ſo much agaynſt hym, that he was put to the wozſe 
and faine to flie : In the which flight, Aſael (bꝛother to Jo⸗ 
ab) folowed Abner and oucrtwke him, with whom Abner 
was loth to meddle, foꝛ feare of Joabs diſpleaſure, « ther⸗ 
foze intreated him gently to go his way, x not to fozceHim 
agaynſt his will: But when he ſawe hys woꝛdes woulde 
nothing pꝛeuaple, he fell vpon Aſacl, and ſmote hym tho- 
rowe the ſhozt rybbes wyth hys Sprare, and ſo depar- 
ted, leauing him dead on the grounde. Not long after this, 
it foꝛtuned the King to fall out wyth Abner, and to taunt 
and checke him foꝛ that he was ſo familiar with Rizpa his 
fathers Concubine, which checke and taunt of the king, 
ſo grieued Abner , that he koꝛſoke hym and went to Da⸗ 
utd, with whome he made a ſecrete bonde, to ſfabliſhe him 
in the kingdome . And ſo departing ſecretly from Dauid 
againe, he came to þ people which ſerued Jſboſeth, « ſpaks 
ſo much vnto them in the pꝛayſe and commendatio of Da- 
uid, that he wanne their hearts turned them qupte from 
Iſboſeth to Dauid. And when he had thus framed the peo- 
ple ſomewhat accozding to his mynde, he came eftſones 
to Dauid, to counſell farther wpth him, howe the people 
might now be bꝛought togithers and be \wozne vnto him: 
which matter being determined , Abner returned from 
Dad, thinking to haue bene as faythfull' to hym, as e⸗ 
uer he was to Saul. But Joab'(who bare grudge and 
malice to Abner foꝛ the death ol his bꝛother Aſael ) hea⸗ 
ring howe Abner had bene with Dauid and let go agayne, 
and nothing done vnto him, ſent pꝛiuily foz Abner to come 
and ſpeake with the king, who being come, Joab was re- 
die to recepue him, and vnder of friendſhip , had 
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him about the ſecrete affay:es of the king) and ſodeinlyt 
ſmote him with his dagger and lle we him. J Abner, 7 he 
Fathers Canaell. . 


Abzaham, was the ſonne of Terah, boꝛne in Ur, a Cen. r. d. 
Tobe in Chaldep. A man fo endued with fapth + vertue, Tbꝛahã, was 
that when he ſaw the true religion and honouring of God the ſonne of 
to ceaſe in the lande of Chalda, he departed from thence Terah begot 
with Terah his father, Sara his wife, and Lot his bꝛo⸗ —_ —_— 
thers ſonne, to go into the lande of Canaan. And «being becauſe of 
come to Haran (which is a towne in Peſopotanua) he re- his vignittc 
' mained there, vntill the death of his father Terah. Then is counted be 
God commaunded Abꝛaham, ſaping : Get thee out of thy foze ahoꝛ a

ah un nowe hauing this pꝛomiſe made him of God)de- 
parted out of Haran, he and Sara his wife , with Lot his 
nephewe, and with all their ſibNance that they had, to go 
t to ſoicurne in the lande of Canaan. And being there, the 
Loꝛde made a pzomiſe to Abꝛaham, that hys lde ſhoulde 
poſſeſſe that lande. V here vpon ſone after, 4 in the ſame 
place, where God ſpake thus vnto him, he made an aultar, 
and offered ſacrifices thero to the Loꝛde. And ſo remay⸗ 
ning in the lande, there fell (at the laſt) ſo great a famine, * 
that he was conſtrained to flie into Egypt, where he (fea- 
ring the Egyptians to be vngodly and vicious men) feigs Ab2zahain 
ned Sara to be his ſiſter,thinking and if ſhe were knowne tought the 
to be his wife, they woulde foꝛ hir ;wtic) take hir from —— — 
him, and put him in hazarde of his lyfe. Then was it told „Soner 
to king Pharao, what a betutifull woman Abzabam had 6e, 
b:ought with him into Egypt. The king nowe knowing 
therot, commaunded the woman to he bꝛanght vnto jim,

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and with all gentle entertamement recepned hir into his 

houle, and intreated Abꝛaham well fo2 hir ſake. But when 

he ſawe ſo many plagues fall on him and on all his houſe⸗ 

holde, vnderſtandyng that it was foz withholding ano- 

ther mans wyfe from him, he reſfoꝛed the woman ( with⸗ 

ont diſhoneſtie) to Abꝛaham hir huſbande againe, Giuing 

alſo his men a great charge concerning the man and hys 

:3.cap- wife. Then (ſwne after) Abꝛaham returned krom Egypt 
into the countrey ol Canaan where he had bene aloꝛe. And 

when he had lyen ſome ſpace in the lande, there fell ſuch 

a ſtrye betweene the herdemen of Abꝛahams cattell, and 

the herdemen of Lottes cattell, that Abzaham was fapne 

to deuyde the lande betwerne his Nephewe Lot and him, 

; and ſo they remwued the one from the other. Abzaham 
ch hadnowe bene ſo long without iſſue, that he twke (by con- 
| ſent an adiuſe of Sara) one of his Maydes, named Agar, 
to wyfe , who concepued and bꝛaught him fo2th a ſonne, 

which was called Jſ\macl , Abzaham then being at the 

17.cap. Ageoffoureſcoze pcares and fire. And when he was come 
to the number of ninetie and nine, God gaue vnto him the 

couenant of Circumciſion, which he receyued firfk in him- 

ſclfe,and then made Jſmael and all the reaſt of hys houſe- 

1b. holde to receyue the ſame. Che next i eare after, when A⸗ 
bzaham was inff an hundzed peare olde, Sara conteiued E 
bꝛought him fozth his long pꝛomiſed ſonne, named Jlaar, 

whome he circumciſed the eight day kolo wing, and would 

+2-c3p- (after that) haue offeredhim vp in ſacrifice, but that God 
(eing his pꝛompt obedience) ſtayrd his hande. Finally, 
25.cap. after the death of Sara, Abꝛaham toke him another wile 
called Retura, who bare vnto him ſix ſonnes. Which chil- 
dzen her woulde not ſuffer to remapne and companye 
with his ſonne Jfaac, but (brfoze he died) ſent them away 
Chaiſt 1238, with great rewardes and giftes , and made Jſaachey:e 
reares. of all his godes. He dyed at the age of an hundzed ſeauen⸗ 
0 tie and fine, and was buried beſide Sara his wyfe, in the 
dcuble Caue , which he bought of Ephꝛon the 1 —

Abſalom, the ſonne of Danid, whom he begat on his 
wyle Baacha the daughter of Thalmat, King of Gellur, 
was þ godlpeſt perſonage in all Jſrael,foz (as Scripture 
witneſſeth) God had ſo framed the fozme and oꝛnaments 
of his bodie, that from the ſole of the fate to the crowne of 
the head, was no member amiſſe. And pet among all, the 


| hrareokhis headercelled which ſo tncreaſeddayiye, that 


the weyght therof compelled him at euery peares ende, to 
fhauc it off. Zhis Abſalom had a bzother named Ammon, 
to wh he bare a pꝛiuie grudge foꝛ defilting his filter Tha⸗ 


mar: And to be reuenged on him foz the ſame, he invited 


al his bꝛethen vnto a banket (made in þ time of his ſhepe 
ſhearing)to the which banket, Ammon came with the reit 
of his bzethzen, t in the middeſt of their ch&re, Abſalom 
killed Ammon, and fled to the king of Geſfur his Orand⸗ 
father. With whome he abode the peares. In the which 
ſpace, by mediation of friendes, he was (at the laſt) fette 
home againe, and bꝛought (by Joab his Auntes ſonne) to 


= Jeruſalem, where he rrmayned two prares after. Then 


Abſolom maruepling why Joab had not b2ought him to 
the king his father in all that ſpace, ſent once oz twyſe fo 
m to come and ſpeake with him: And when he ſaw that 
came not, he commatmded his men to go and burne vp 
the fielde of Barley which parteyned to Joab , and layr

certaine p2actiſes, to aſpire to the kingdome, wherein he 
pꝛoſpered ſo karre, that (at length) her pꝛoclaymed him⸗ 
ſelfe king in Hebꝛon. Cauſing his father fo2 feare to flie 
aut of hys Realme, againſt whome he called his counſcll 


to deniſe what wayehe might belt ouercome his Father. 
But God (by whoſe pꝛouidence all things are ſtayde) ſo 


wꝛought with his Counſaplers, that the ſucceſſe of his en⸗

And ſo he hanged on the tree, till Joab came 
with his ſpeare and ſlue him, whoſe Carkeys after, was 
taken downe , and caſt into a pitte, and couered wpth an

Atan, was the tonne thay and ofthe Trybe of : 
Juda, who beyng at the wynning of the City ol Jericho, 
hearing Joſua pꝛonounce the Citie and al things therin to 
be excommuntcate;+ accurſed of the Lo2de;toke notwith- 
ffanding, certaine iewels of the ſame + hidde them peenfly 
vnder the grounde in his tent. Then after, when Joſua 
went about the taking of Hal, and had ſent thz& thouſand 
ſouldiers to wynne it, the men ol Yat-iMued out of the ti⸗ 
tie and flewe thirtic and ſiroof the Jfraclites, and chaſed 
the reſt backe agapne, whcreat Joſua was ſo diſcomfited 
that he rent his clothes, and called on God, to knowe the 
cauſe of their ouerthꝛowing, who made him anſwere that 
Iſrael coulde not ſtande befoze the men of Hat , fozafs 
much as ſome of them had tranſgreſſed his commaunde⸗ 
ment, and tolde him the waye and meanes how he ſhould 
—— : which thing being done, he komme that A 

3 Jericho, a Babilonich gar⸗ 
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ment; two hundzed ſicles of filuer, and a wedge of golde, 


which being tried and bꝛought foꝛth befoze the whote con⸗ 
gregation, Joſua toe Acan,his ſonnes, and daughters; 
cattell, godes, anvall that he had, andcaryed them out

and conſumed with fire, J Acan, Treubling. | 


Achab, the ſonne of Amrie, began his reigne duer Il 
rael in the rrrviy.yeare of the reygne of Ala king of Ju⸗ 
da. He toke Jezabel the daughter ol Ethbaal king of the 
Spdonites to wpfe, by whoſe meanes he fel} into all wic⸗ 
ked and ſtraunge Jdolatrie and cruell perſecution, foꝛ the 
which God plagued him ſo; that in thꝛer yeares ſpace nei⸗ 


 therdewenoz rayne fell downe from aboue, to moyſture

the earth, wherevf enſued ſo great a'Yurrapne of men 


and beaſtes, that innumerable dped thereof , and all the 


duult and cauſe of this plague, he layde on Elia the Pc. 


phete, and ſought by all meanes howe to deſtrope him. 
This king was ſo wicked, that (Scripture ſapeth) he had 
even (olde himſelfe to woꝛke wickedneſſe, and pet not⸗ 
withſtanding, God gaue him a marueplons victoꝛie ot 
Benhadad king of Siria (who had in his companie. xxxij. 
kings ) with whome he fought twyſe and bette him , and 
at the thirde time, bzought «him into ſo miſerable a caſc, 
thathe was fapne to humble himſelf to Achab with a rope 
about his necke, who(nenerthelcſſe) had pitie on that wic⸗ 
ked King, and made a bonde with him , and let him go. 
Nowefoz this mercie, which Achab had ſhewed to Ben- 
hadad(whome the N oꝛde had curſed,and put into Achabs 
handes to br ſtayne) Cod was angry with:Achab,and peo 
miſcd his ptter deſtruction fo2 the ſame. This greedy C022 
mozant was not content with his kingdome, and ſpoyle 


of his victozies,which God had giuen him, but cauſed ;Na- 


both (that innocent man) to be murdered, oncly ta baue 
bis vineyarde, which laye la nye bia ole, whoſe blau did 
crane Jeb mne

* 23-cap- Achabtogointo Siria, to recouer the Citie of Kamoth, 

which he clapmed by inheritance. And truſfing moze to 

the counſell — falſe Pꝛophetes, than he did 

to Micheas, the true Pꝛophet of God: he toke his iournex 

towardes Ramoth, and being in battell agaynſt his eni⸗ 

mies the Sirians, he was ſhot in wyth an arrowe ſtan⸗ 

ding in his Charet, of the which ſtroke, he dyed, And then 

when his Charet was had to the pole of Samarta to be 

waſhed, the dogges lycked vp the bloude that ran thozow 

the Charet, and ſo was the woꝛde of the Loꝛde fulfilled, 

which he had ſpoken befoze concerning the ſame. Be reig⸗ 
ned. xxi peares.

Achaĩ- 
14 4 2 er Mourning, or ſadde, Achaz, loke Ahaz, 


r f. —— was Captatne e gouernour of all the Ammo- 
nites vnder Holofernes, and had the ſpirite of —— 

ſo plentifull in him, that when Holoternes demaunded 

what maner of people the Jewes were, her ſtepped foꝛth 

t it pleaſe thee ( O Pzince) J will 

— — they be. They are a people which 
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ſhipping one God that made heauen and earth, at whoſe 
commaũdement they went from thence and dwelt in the 
land of Chanaan, where in pꝛoceſſe fell fo great a dearth, 
that then from Chanaan , they went downe to Egypt, 
and dwelt among the Egiptians foure hundꝛeth prares: 
In the which ſpace they grewe to a mightie number, and 
were ſoꝛe oppꝛeſſed of the king of that lande, but aſſone 
as they cryed to their God foꝛ helpe, he ſent downe ſuch 
plagues vpon the king and all his lande, that he was 
fapne to ſuffer them to departe, pet when they were 


gone, and the plague ceaſed, he then purſued , to haue 


bꝛought them backe agayne into bondage: But God 
perceyuing his people to be in a ſtrayte, opened the Sea 
befoze them, and bꝛought them thoꝛowe on dꝛye ground, 
and cloſed the ſea vpon their enimies, and ſo dꝛowned 
Pharao with all his hoſfe . And nowe being paſſed the 
redde Sea, they tame to the wilderneſſe ol Mount Si- 
nay, where the waters being bitter, he made them 
ſweete , and fedde them fozty peares with meate from 
heauen. They had ſuch power of their God , that they 
caſf out befoꝛe them the Chananites , the Pheriſites, 
the Jebuſites, and the Hethites, with many great Na- 
tions mo. Foz ſo long as they ſtove in awe of their 


God and did not offende him, ſo long was no Nation, yet 


cuer able to moleſt 02 hurt them. But if (anye time) 
they declyned from his wyll and oꝛdinance, then were 
they quickly deſtroyed in battell, and bꝛought to capti⸗ 
uttie and bondage. Uherefoze (O Pꝛince) let inquiſiti⸗ 


on now be made, whether they haue offended their Cod

oꝛ no, and if they haue, then let vs goe agaynſt them, foz | 


God ſhall deliuer them into thy hande: But it they haue 
not diſpleaſed their God, he will lo defende them, that we 


ſhall not ſurely be able to ſtande befoze them, but become 


a repꝛoche vnto all the woꝛlde. Now was Holofernes ſo 
madde with Achioꝛ, that he commanded his men to carie

They went to a tree, 
and bound him faſt to the ſame, and ſo leauing him, went 
their wayes: Chen came the Jewes to Achioꝛ, and lo⸗ 
ſed his bandes, had him into the Citie, and ſet hym befoze

Adam, was the firſt man that God created, and had 


dominion of all the beaſtes and fowles of the earth, and 


to cuery beaſt and fowle, he gaue his pꝛoper name. God 
ſet him at the firſt in a place of paſſing ioye, full of all 
maner of fruitefull trees, plcaſaunt both to the eye and 
in taſte, whereof he might eate at will and was not pꝛohi⸗ 
bit, ſaue only from the tree of knowledge of god and euil, 
fo2 whenſocuer he taſted of that tree, God tolde him he 
ſhoulde ſurely dye. Nowe Adam being in this godly pa- 
radiſe of pleaſure , God thought it god to make him a 


companion to beare him company. And ſo caſting Adam 


into a ſounde ſleepe, he twke out a ryb of his ſide, whereof

he made the woman, and bꝛought hir to Adam, who by - 


and by confeſſed hir to be of his bone and fleſhe, and from 
that tyme foꝛth they lined togythers as man and wyfe,in 
all pureneſſe and innocencie of lyfe, till that by the ſubtil⸗ 
tie of olde Satan the Serpent, who had decepued the wo- 
man) he was entyſed by his wife to cate of the fozbidden 
tree. Which thing he had no ſoner done, but both their 
cles were opened, to ſee in what caſe they were. And when 
they ſawe themſelues all naked and bare, they were ſo 
aſhamed that they made them garments to couer their 
pꝛinities, and hid themſelues that the Loꝛde ſhoulde not 
ſ them. But Adam being founde out of God, and de- 
maunded wherefozc he ä

T he lyues of holy Saint, 
was naked. And alſo to excuſe his tranſgreſſion, he bur⸗ 
dened God with his fault, bicauſe he had giuen him the 
woman, which had allured him to eate of the Tree. But 
neucrtheleſſe,foz as much as Adam had obeyed the voice 
of his wpfe,and neglected the Loꝛdes pꝛecept, God curſed 
the earth faz his ſake, and dꝛoue him fozth of that wel thy 
place, foꝛ to liue in ſoꝛow and care, and be ſubiect to death 
and all other calantities and miſeries of the woꝛlde, both 
he and all his ofſpꝛing foꝛ euer. In the 1Byble is mention 
made, both of ſonnas and daughters which Adam had of 
Mcua his wpfe , but none of their names be rchearſed, 


ſaue onely Cain, Hebel, and Seth. He lined nine hun⸗ 


dꝛeth and thirtie penres. © Adam, Man, Earthiy. 


Adonia, was a godly yong man, the ſonne ol Da- 
uid boꝛne vnto him in Hebꝛon of his wyfe Agith. When 
Adonta percepued his father to be feeble and weake tho⸗ 
rowe extreme age, he began to exalt himſelfe, ſaving he 
woulde be king. Aim gat him both hoꝛſes and Charets, 
and alſo fotemen tp runne befoze him euen lyke a king, 
to the which hys father ſayd nothing, noꝛ woulde not diſ⸗ 
pleaſe hym but let him alone, and do what he would. And 
ſo Adonia p2oceeded in his purpoſe, and by the counſell of 
Joab the Captaine, and Abiathar the Pꝛieſt (who toke 
his part) he made a great ſacrifice of ſherpe and Oren, 
where vnto he called his bzethzen, and alſo the kings ſer⸗ 
uantes, who eating and dꝛinking befoze him with great 
reioyſing, ſayde : God ſaue king Adonia, But aſſone as 
Dauid had knowledge of Berſeba his Mother, and Na- 
than the Pꝛophet, howe all the caſe ſtwde, he commann- 
ded Dadocke the Pꝛieſt, and Nathan; to annopnt Sa- 
lomon, and to ſet hym vppon his owne Mule, and ſo to 
go foꝛth and pꝛoclaime him King. Which newes was no 
ſoner come into the newKings Courte , but every man 
ſyꝛunke away fo2 feare, leauing Adonia all alone. Who 
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the Loꝛde, and woulde not from thence till Salomon 


graunted him his pardon, vpon condicion that hereafter 
he woulde be quiet, and a god man. And ſo being par- 
doned , he departed: quietly home to his houſe , But af- 
ter this, when Dauid his father was deade, Adonia (ca- 
ſting his fauour vpon Abiſag the Sunamite ) went to 

Bethlabe Salomons mother, requeſting hir to ſpeake 


vnto the King, that he would gyue hym Abiſag to wyfe. 


Then Salomon hearing his mothers requeſt, percepued 
that Adonia (being the elder bꝛother) went abaut to a 
ppꝛe to the kingdome, wherefoze to pzenent hys purpoſe, 
be put him to death, Adonia, che Lorde is the ruler. 


Adonibeſech, King ot the Cananites was of ſuch 
might and power, that he ſybdued ſeuentie Ringes, who 
being all bꝛought into his Courte, he cutte ot their 
thumbes and great toes, and made them gather their 
meate vnder his Table, whych great crueltie he ſhew- 
ed vnto them, being puft vp wyth pꝛyde and oſtentation 
of his vjo:y. This wiched King chauneed to reigne auer 
the Cananites, when Anda had the gouerning of the hoſf 
of Iſrael, agaynſt whome Juda began his conqueſt,and 


llewe the Cananites, and put Adonibeſech to flyght, but 


beyng ſoze purſued, the men of Juda toke him, and cut 
ol both his thumbes and great toes, which thing the ty- 
rant confeſſed hpmſclfe by and by to be the iuſt iudge⸗ 
ment ot God, koꝛ as he had done to other, ſo had he woꝛ⸗ 
thilye receyued agayne. And ſo he was caryed to Jeruſa- 
r and there dyed, CAdonibeſech, the Larges 7 . 


zamelech, the lonne ot Senacherib- king of Af 
p2ia with a AP ge , lewe their father in the 
Temple, as he was - wozſhipping his God Pilroch, 
and fled into the lande of Armenia, leauing Aſarhaddon 
their other bꝛother, ta poſſeſſe the kyngdome after their

the Aungell had ſapde; But when it pleaſed God to viſit

and other Pagiſtrates of the Citie there aſſembled to 
heare his cauſe. And when Feſtus had declared foz what 
purpoſe he had bought foꝛth Paule, that after examina- 
tion had, he might haue ſomewhat of certaintie to wzite 
to Ceſar, to whome Paule had appealed, Agrippa per- 


mitted the p2iſoner to ſpeake, and to ſay what he coulde 


fo: htmſelfe, Who then ſo appzwued his innacencie by 
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rehearſing his conuerſation betoꝛe the audience, that A; 
grippa (interrupting his tale) confeſſed and ſayde vnto 
Paule: Thou haſt almoſt perſwaded me to become a 
Chꝛiſtian. And when the pꝛiſoner had ended his matter, 
the king aroſe and all the Courte , among whome was 
much ſecrete talke of Paule, and foz a finall ſentence, A- 
grippa ſayde vnto Feſtus : J ſe no wozthye cauſe of 
death oz of bandes in this man, but that he might haue 
bene loſed, if he had not appealed to Ceſar, Agrip- 
pa, is 4 Latine worde, and ſigniſieth, That which bardlylaboureth 
or trauzyleth in — deli ucring. Alſo be which at hir 
birth commeth with * fecte for warde. 


Ahaz, the am of Jotham King of Juda,at the age 
of twentie peares began his repgne , in the xvj. yeare of

ſp&de, on the which Aultar the King at his comming 
home, offered to thoſe Jdolles , aboliſhing all the holpe 
lawes and ozdinaunces of God, to ſfablyſhe his owne 
wicked and vngodlye pzoceedings , which turned to hys 


vtter confuſion. Ve reygned ſirtene peares , and was 


buryed in the Citie of Dauid, but not among the ſepul- 
chꝛes of Kings, leauing Hezekia his godlp ſonne to eniop 
his place, A Ahas, 7akzne, or Poſſefving, 


Ahazta, the ſonne of Achab, began his reigne ouer 
Jſrael in the. rv. yeare of Joſaphat king of Juda, and 
followed the ſteppes of that wicked Jdolatour Achab his 
father in all thinges , foꝛ the which, the Loꝛde puniſhed 
him two maner of wayes. Firſt, the Moabites rebelled 
agaynſt him,refuſtng to pay any tribute. Seconde, as he 
walked vᷣpon his houſe (foꝛ his recreation) he fell downe 
at a grate of the ſame, which was made to gyue light be- 
neath. And being ſoꝛe bzuſed with the fall, and in perill 
of death, he ſent to Belzebub the God of Ekrom, to en⸗ 
quire of him, whether he ſhoulde recouer oꝛ no. And as 
the Peſſengers were going, Elia the Pꝛophete (by the 
pꝛouidence of God) met them and ſapde : is there no God 
in Itrael to aſke counſell at, but pour Maiſter muſt ſend 
to Belzebub :! returne and tell him, he ſhall not line. The 
Meſſengers returned and tolde the King. Who (pertep⸗ 
uing by all the markes and tokens of the man, that it 
was the Pꝛophete Elia) ſent foꝛth a Captaine with fiftie 
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woulde not come. And when the Captaine came to the from bitin 
Pꝛophet he ſapde : Thou man of God, come — of flies : — 
King hath ſent foz ther. It J be the man ol God (quoth eile he was 
the P:ophet)fyze come downe from heauen, and conſume do arte. bie 
thee and all thy men, which wozdes were no ſwner gone dat fees 
out of his mouth, but fire fell downe from heauen and ved in cat 
deſtroyed them all. The King ſent againe, and they abundance of 
were likewpſe deſtroyed. Then went the thirde, who fell the bioude of 
downe befoze the Pꝛophete and ſayde : O thou man of the ſacrifices 
God, let my life ( pꝛay ther) and the life of theſe thy fiftie bat were 
ſeruants, be precious in thy ſight. With this man, the Jon. lng 
2ophet went boldly to the King, and tolde him plainly note J fine 
ſhoulde not recouer, and ſo he died in the ſeconde yeare ſet out in the 
of his reygne, and foꝛ lacke of iſſue, his bꝛother Jehoꝛam Byble.

to all the people great and ſmall, foz the ſpace of ſeauen ber that ts 
dapes, and in the ſeauenth and laſt daye of the feaſt, the vnperfit, as 
King (being mery and pleaſantly diſpoſed (ſent diuers the ſcripture 
of his Chamberlaines to fetch the Qutene named Uaſ- in diuers 
thy, and to bzing hir to him with the Crowne Jmperiall viaces vſeth.

foz fo much as ſhe woulde not come at the Kinges com⸗ 
maundement, it was decreed that the Ling ſhoulde put 

hir awaye, and take another at his pleaſure .

Jeruſalem, at the Well called Rogell, to beare ſuch 


newes to Dauid, as they ſheulde heare from their fa- 
thers, being within with Abſalom. And when they were 
inſtructed of all thinges, by a certaine Papde ſent from 
their fathers, what they ſhoulde doe and ſaye vnto Da- 
utd, they departed with ſpeede. But being cſpyed by a 
certaine pong man, who went and tolde it to Abſalom, 
Meſſengers were ſent foꝛth in poſt haſte , — kollo⸗ 
wed them ſo ſoꝛe, that they were conſfrayned to ſlip in- 
to a certaine mans houſe in Bahurim, which had a Well 
in his parde, into the which they were conueyghed: and 
being hid in the Mell, the wife of the houſe ſpꝛod a Co⸗ 
uerlet oner the Welles mouth, and ſtrawed coꝛne there⸗ 
on, whereby the Nell was not ſcene. Then Abſaloms 
men comming into the houſe , demaunded of the wpfe, 
where the two men were which came in befo:s them. 
Thep be gone (ſapde ſhe) cuer the bzoke of water. The 
men belcuing the woman , went after and ſought, and 
when they coulde not finde them, returned home againe. 
Then Ahimaaz and Jonathas were let out of the Mell, 
who went to Dauid and did their meſſage, as they were 
commaunded. After this, when Abſalom was ſlajne, A- 


himaaz deſired of Joab the Captaine , that he might 


beare newes to the King of Abſaloms death. Nay, ſayde 
Joab, thou ſhalt be no meſſenger this daye, bicauſe the 


Kings ſonne is deade,but Chuſy ſhall go. Then A pꝛay 


ther (quoth Ahimaaz ) let me go with Chuſy. And wher- 
loꝛe (quoth Joab) art thou ſo defirous to go, ſet ig fo:

trius to choſe cut ſome Noble Captapne, to go and a- 
uenge the Uings quarrell on Judas. Uppon the which 
complaint of Altimus; the Ling ſent Bachides againſt 
Judas, and made Alcimus the hye Pꝛieſt, who was ſuch 
anenimie;vntothe Jewes, as the lyke was not among 
the Heathen, foꝛ all his ſtudie was, how he might (eyther 


by woꝛde oz derde) woꝛke their vtter confuſion , And fi- 


nally, to nianiteſt his great malice towardes his owne 
Countrey men and the lawes of God, he commanded the 
walles of the inmoſt Banduary (with the Monuments 
of the V ꝛophetes) to be caſt downe and deſfroyed.

Antiochus, the great, being King of Siria,and of 
ſuch puiſſaunce and ſkrength, that he theught himſelfe in⸗ 
uincible, was at laſt ourrcome of the Romaines ,*any 
fainetorelinquiſheto then! all hisintercif in Cufopg and 
Alia, and to leaus his ſonns Antiochus in hoſfage al fo 
departed, being eontented with thoſe countries that were 
left him, till at lat of &couetons minde, he went to Per: 
five the chiefe Citic of Perſia,thinking there to haue rob⸗ 
bed the Temple, and to haue had great treaſure therein. 
And as he himſelke (with a fewe mo) was in the Temple 
about his buſmelle; the ꝛieſfes at a pꝛiuie doꝛe came in 
bpon him, and eut him in mall peces , and caſt him out 
to be deuoured ot᷑ the birdes and fowles of the ap2e. 
Antiochus, For a W agom, or Chariot, 
Antiochus, Epikanes, the ſonne of Antiochns the 
great, being frabliſhed in his kingdome, warred againſt 
Ptolomie king bf Egypt, vntill he had bꝛought hys lande 
in ſubiection. And haning ſo god ſucceſſe there, he went a⸗ 


Faint Iſrael; and at laff, toke and ſpoyled the Citie ol 


Jewels and trealurt therin: ſubuerted 


Jeruſalem, and robbed tdie ſanctuarie of all the pꝛetious

of God, compelling the Jewes to wozthip Idols, and to 


doe as the heathen did in all things: he burned the bokes 
ofthe Lawe , and whoſoeuer had a bwoke of the Teſta⸗ 
ment, oꝛ were founde to be a fanourer thereof, did ſuffer 
death. Thus this vngracious and wicked ſubuerter of all 
true religion and godlpneſſe,perſecuted the true people of 
God, and ſo long perſiſted in his great tirannie, that God 
at laſt, ſmote him with an incurable diſcaſe in his body, 
which was ſo eaten with woꝛmes and ver mine, that they 
fell quicke out of his fleſh, wherof enſued ſo great a ſtink, 
that neyther he himſelfe, noꝛ none that were about him, 
might abyde the ſmell . And ſo this wicked Toꝛmentour 
of other, was iuſtly recompenced with a miſerable ende. 


Antiochus, Eupatoꝛ, the ſonne of Antiochus Epi- 
fanes, being but pong, and vnder the gouernance of Lt- 
ſias, went into Jewꝛie with a great armie to ſubdue the 


Jewes, who ſo manfully reſiſted Antiochus, that he was 


fayne ( conſidering the decreaſe of his people, and the 
ſtrength of the place beſfeged) to offer them peace, and 
to graunt them libertie to line acco2ding to their owne 
lawes,whoſe couenants being receyued, the Jewes came 
out of the caſtle of Sion, to giue place to Antiochus , who 
(notwithſtanding his othe) when he ſaw the defence ther- 
ot, commaunded the walles round about, to be caſt downe 
and deffroped, + from thence departed to Antioch, where 
he fought with Philip, which was come out of Perſia, 
and wanne the Citie out ot his handes. And lying there, 
Demetrius the ſonne ol Seleuchus came to Antioch, and 
toke Antiochus and Lilias, and put them both to death. 


Antiochus, the ſonne of Alexander, being but a child, 
was firſt vnder the gouernance of Emaſcuel the Arabi- 
an, and remoued from him, to the tuition of one Triphon, 
of whome he was molt traiterouſly murthered.

Who (notwithſtanding his bonde 
of loue, he had made with Simon befoꝛe) refuſed nowe his 
friendſhippe , and fell at deiaunce wyth him and all the 
Jewes,and was euer after that, their continuall enimie.

(knowing the J: wes woulde not bꝛeake their lawe to 
make reſiffance) he fell vpon them, and did his commiſ⸗ 
ſion with all extremitie. 


Apollos „was an eloquent man, a 3 ewe bone at A⸗ 
| lexandzia, and well inſtructed, and had but as pet the firſt 
pꝛinciples of Chꝛiſtes religion, which was the Baptime 
oꝛ doctrine of John onely . The ſame being ſomewhat en⸗ 
tred in the way of the Loꝛd, began to be feruent in the ſpi⸗ 
rite, and to ſpeake boldly at Epheſus, where Aquila and 
Pꝛiſcilla chaunced to heare him, and perceruing he 
was not fully inffructed in the pꝛeceptes of the Goſpell,

And after a peare and a halfe, depar⸗ 
ted from Cozinth ,and went togithers to Epheſus, where 
Aquila and Pꝛiſcilla made their aboade. And remapning 
there behynde Paule (who had taken his icurnep to⸗ 
wards Jeruſalem) it foꝛtuned Apollos (an Alexandꝛian 
bozne) an eloquent man and well learned, to come to E⸗ 
pheſus, and pꝛeached Chꝛiſt, ſo much as he had learned of 
him by Johns Baptime, foz moze he knewe not. And 
when Aquila and Pꝛiſcilla had hearde his pzcaching, and 
percepuing him not to be (as pet) fullye inſtructed in the 
knowledge of Chꝛiſt, toke him home with them, and ſeue⸗ 
rally taught him moꝛe perfitely,the myſteries of the Goſ⸗ 
pell.

The 
Pꝛophet put his hande vpon the Kings hande, and cauſed 
a windowe to be opened Eaſtwarde, (which was toward 
Sirta) and bade the King ſhote, and he ſhot ; The arrow 
of helth of the Lozde (ſayde Eliſcus) and the arrowe of 
health againſt Siria , Foz thou ſhalt ſmyte Siria in A- 
phek , till thou haue made an ende of them. Nowe take 
thine arrowes in thine hande (ſapde the Pꝛophete) and 
(mpte the grounde, and he (mote thzice and ceaſſed. Then 
was the Pꝛophet angry, that he had ſmitten the grounde 
no oftener, foꝛ if (ſayde he) thou had ſmitten fine 02 fire 
times, thouhadſt mitten Siria vntill theu hadit made 
an ende of them, where nowe thou ſhalt ſmite them but 
thzpce, and ſo Eliſeus dyed, and was buried. The ſame 
peare came the Moabites into the lande of Jſrael,and as

And he ſhewed vnto them a terrible token, foz 
Adders deuoured their childzen, and all their cattell. At 
the laſt, he was ſlaine at Babilon by the Duke of the peo⸗ 
le(who cauſed him to be dzawne with wild hoꝛſes, which 
et out his bꝛaines)bicauſe he repꝛoued him of pdolatrie, 
and he was burped in the ficlde Panre, in the Pount ol 
Sem and Arpharad, pꝛogenitours of Abzaham, He pꝛo⸗ 
phecied of the returne of the childzen of Aſrael, and alſo of 
the comming of Chꝛiſt. He lyued afoze the incarnation of 
Chziſt. 617, peares. I Ezechiel, Strength of the Larde. 


Empero2,to whom Liſias the hie Captaine ſent 
Paule pziſoner to be examined beſoꝛe him. And 
when he had bzonght Paul fozth befoze his accu 
ſers, & heard his accuſation made by one Tartullus an o⸗ 
ratoꝛ, Felix beckened to Paul, that he ſhould anſwere foz 
himſelte, t when he had heard Pauls anſwerezhe deferred

bnto Paules ad uerſaries, that foꝛ as much as L iſias the 


phye Captaine did knowe the whole matter as it tote, he 


weulde at his comming, heare them further. And ſo gaue 
commaundement vnto his Under Captapne, that he 
ſheulde in the meane fraſon kepe Paule in warde, but 
vet ſo, that he might be gently oꝛdered, and be ſometime 


at libertie, 4 that his familicrs might freely repapꝛe vnto 


him, and bꝛing vnto him ſuch things as he lacked. At was 


not long after this, oꝛ that Felix (being returned to Ceſa- 


rea againe with his wyfe Dꝛucilla a Jewe bozne) called 


- fozth Paule, being deſirous to haue further knowledge of 


him as concerning the ſc that he pꝛoleſſed. And as Paul 
pꝛeached vnto him of Righteouſneſſe, of Temperance, 
and of Judgement to come, Felix trembled foz feare, and 
ſent him away foꝛ that tyme, ſaping, that at a conueni⸗ 
ent leyſure he would ſende foz him agapne, This coꝛrupt 
Magiſtrate gaped fo: bꝛybes and rewards toloſe Paul, 


_ andthcrefoze called him the oftener,thinking that Paule 


woulde haue ginen him a peece of money to be deliuered, 
but when he ſawe that none woulde come, and Poꝛtus 
Feſfus was ſent from Nero the Emperour to ſucceede 
hym in his rome, then willing rather to ſhew the Jcwes 
a pleaſure, than to dcliuer Paule, leſt bym in pꝛiſon 
bounde. Felix, Happy, 


Feſtus, Poꝛtius (by Nero the Emperour) was made 
Pzefident in the roume of Felix. Which Feſtus within 


th2ee dayes he came to his Pꝛouince, aſcended from Ce- 
ſarca to Jeruſalem, where the hre Pꝛieſtes and Elders 
ol the Jewes, enfo:med him of Paule, deſiring his fa- 
ucur againſt him, and that he would ſende foꝛ him to haue 
the matter pleaded there. Whoſe requeſt i Feſtus had 
graunted , they were fully bent to haue flayne Paule in 
the way comming to Jeruſalem: But Feſtus made an⸗ 
ſwere that the pꝛiſoner ſhoulde remayne at Ceſarea vn⸗ 
tl his comming, whither (ſapde he) A enttende thoztly te

repapꝛe, and it there be any among pou that is able to 
accuſe him, let them go downe with me, and they ſhall 


be hearde. And ſo when Feſtus was come to Ceſarea, 


the next day after he ſate in iudgement vpon Paule. A- 
gainſt whome the Jewes layde many ſoꝛe matters to his 
charge, which they were not able to pꝛoue, ſo long as 
Paule aunſwered fo2 himſelfe.. Then Feſkus (willing to 
doe the Jewes a pleaſure) ſayde vnto Paule ; wylt thou 
go bp to Jeruſalem, and there be indged of theſe thinges 
befoze me, Then ſapde Paule: J ſee no cauſe wherefoze 
I ſhoulde go thither, but map be iudged as well here as 
there. But foꝛaſmuch as the Jewes ſteketh my condem- 
nation againſt all right and Juſtice, J appeale to the 
Emperour. Ulell (ſapde Feſtus) thou haſt appealed to 
the Emperour, and to him ſhalt thou go. Within a fewe 
dapes after. this, it chaunced King Agrippa with Ber⸗ 
nice his wpfe, to come vnto Ceſarea to ſalute and wel⸗ 
come Feſtus the newe Pzeſident. And during the Kings 
aboade there, Feſtus (by occaſion) rehearſed Paules 
matter vnto him, ſaping : Felix my pꝛedeceſſoꝛ left here 
a certaine man in holde, whome the hye Pꝛieſts and Cl 
ders ofthe Jewes at Jeruſalem, complained on, deũr ing 
mee foꝛ their ſakes to giue ſentence agaynſt him. To 
whom J anſwered, that it was not the cuſfome of theRo- 
maines, to giue ſentence againſt any man, befoze his ac 
cuſers were bꝛought befoze him, that he might make an- 
ſwere foz himſelfe. And ſo when his accuſers were come 
hither, J on the next day ſate in iudgement, t commann- 
ded the pꝛiſoner to be bꝛought foꝛth befoze me, againſt 
whom, his accuſers bꝛought no accuſation of: fuch things 
as J ſuppoſed they would haue done, but demaunded cer- 
tapne queſtions of him concerning their owne ſuperfitt- 
on, andlaying to his charge one Jeſus which was deade, 
whome he-affirmed to be riſen from death to lyfe againe.

And when they hearde Woſes ſay ſo, they anſwe- 
red, ſaying ; We doe not intende to leaue our bꝛethꝛen, 
dur meaning is nothing leſſe than ſo to doe, but rather 


that we might be ſuffered to make in this place, ſhepe- 
foldes foꝛ our cattell, and houſcs foz our wpues and chil- 
den, to leaue them therein, which being done, we 
our ſelues will go fozth befoꝛe our bꝛethꝛen harneſſed, 
and will not returne home to our houſes, vntill we haue 
bought them to their places, and that cuery one of them 
be poſſeſſed in his enheritance . Then Poles contented 
with this anſwere,graunted their requeſt . And ſo they 
builded ſhepecotes foz their Cattell, and houſes foꝛ their 
families, wherein they left them, and went fozth with 
their bꝛethꝛen, vntill they had pcrfozmed their pꝛomiſe, 
and then returned home agapne. And when they had re- 
fed a whyle at home, they went and buylded an Aultar 
faſtby Joꝛdan, and that a very great one. And when the 
reaſt of the childꝛen ot᷑ Jſracl, hearde that the childꝛen of 
Ruben, Gad, and Panaſſes, had buylt them an Aultar 
in xCeliloth beſide Jozdan , euen on the ſame ſide that 
they were of in the lande of Canaan, they were ſoze of- 
fended, and ſo angry, that they gathered themſelues to- 
gither to battell againſt them. And being redy pꝛepared, 
they ſent Phinehes the ſon of Eleazar the Pꝛieſt, t with 
him ten Loꝛdes, of euer chicfe houſe one, to knowe foz 
what purpoſe they had made them an Aultar , and whe- 
ther it were to rebell agaynſt the Lo:de oz no. And when 
they had done their Commiſſion, the other amnfwered, 
and ſapde that God was their witneſle, that they had

Gamaliel, one of the auncient Phariſies, was 
Paules Schalemaiſter, and in high cſtimation among 
the people, both foz his excellent knowledge in the lawe, 
and foz his ſinguler wiſedome. When the Apoffles were 
b2ought and other of the Ceunſell fo pꝛeaching in the 
name of Chꝛiſt, whoſe lyues (he percepned)the Counſell 
ſought : he defired that foz a whyle the Apoſtles might 
depart out of the Counſell honſe . And when they were 
gone, he ſayde: pe men of Jſrael, take hede to pour ſel⸗ 
uss what pe intende to doe as touching theſe men, foz 
befoze theſe dayes roſe vp one Theudas boaſting him- 
ſcife, to whome reſoꝛted a number of men, about. 400. 
who was ſlaine, and they all which beleeued him, were 
ſcattered abzoade, and bꝛought to naught. After this 
man, roſe vp one Judas of Galile, in the time when Tri- 
bute began, who dꝛewe away much people after him, he

Gedalia, the ſonne of Ahicam, was a great Cap- ez, fs. 
taine vnder Nabuchodonoloz., whome he made gouer⸗ lcrc. 40. cap.

he had left behinde him at the deſtructon of Jeruſalem, 
who intreated the people ſo gently and ſo friendly, that 
all the Jewes which were ſcattered about in the lande 
(hearing of his gentleneſſe) reſoꝛted vnto Gedaliah, and 
founde great fauour at his hande, foꝛ the which they bare 
vnto him their heartie god willes. Inſomuch that when 
Baal King ofthe Ammonites had ſent one Iſmael (vn-: 
der pꝛetence of friendſhip) to flea him. The Captaynes Murdercom⸗ 
of the Jewes (hauing knowledge thereof) were ſo ſoꝛe a- muted vnder 
frapde of Gedaliah, leaſt any miſfoztune ſhoulde chaunce pꝛetence of 
him, that they tolde him of Jſmaels conſpiracie. And. triendchip. 
one among the reaſt named Johanan, offred himſelfe to 
diſpach Ifmael ont of the way fo. ſecretly, that the deve 
ſhoulde neuer be knowne . But Gedaliah not crediting 
their woꝛdes, neyther pet miſtruſting Iſmael, woulde 
ſuffer nothing to be done vnto him. And ſs foꝛſaking the lere. 42. 2, 
counſel{ and admonttion of his friendes, and truſting to | 
much to Jſmael, he was of him (in fine) moſt guplefully 
ſlaine within his owne houſe.

And 
when he had judged them foztie peares, he dyed,leauing 
behinde him.70.ſonnes (foz he had many M urs) beſide 
Abimelech, which his Concubine bare vnto him in the 
Citie of Sichem. But when Gedeon was dende, the Jf- 
raelites turned from God againe, and went a whozing 
after Baalim, and made Baal-bereth their God, foꝛget⸗ 
ting the Loꝛde their God, which had deliuered them out 
of the hands of their enimies: neither ſhewed they mer⸗ 
ty on the houſe of Jerobaal, accoꝛding to all the godneſſe 
which he had ſhewed vnto them: But contrarpwife(like 
men vnthankfull, and voyde of all faithfulneſſe) conſen- 


ted to the vtter deſfruction of all his poſteritie. © Gede-

his ſeruant. Dn a time, there came to his — 
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the lande of Siria, a certapne Pzince named Naaman, 
to be holpen of his lepꝛoſie. The which Pꝛince being re- 
ſtoꝛed to health, offered to Eliſeus a great reward, which 
he reluled. And when Gehezi ſawe the great man gone, 
and that his Maiſter had recerued nothing, he then (be- 
ing ffricken with couctouſneſle) folowed after Naaman. 
And when the Pꝛince ſawe the Pꝛophetes ſeruant come 
running lo faſt after him, he(foz the reuerence he bare to 
—— deſcended from his Charret to meete him, 

aſked of him if all were well with his Paiſter oz no. 
Yea (ſapde Gehezi) all is well: But euen nowe there is 
tome to my aiſter from Mount Ephzaim, two-yong 
men ol the lonnes al the Pꝛophets, wherloꝛe he hath ſent 
me, to deſire the to let him haue one Talent ot Stluer, 
and two chaunge of garments. Then the Pꝛzinte (of his 
liberalitie) gaue him two Talents, and made his men 
io carie the monep and ſfuſte after Gehe; i. And when the

Toſua.9.cap. Gibeonites. The Gibconites hearing of the great 


deſtruction that Joſua had made at Jericho and Mat, 
were in ſuch feare that they wyſt not howe to ſaue their 
liues, but by thts policte . When they perceyued Joſua 


to dꝛawe nye bnto'Gibeon, They choſe out certaine men 


among them to ſende as ambaſſadours to Joſua , and 
made their pꝛouiſion of bꝛeade dꝛyed vp and hoꝛed: And 
put their wpne into olde bottels all to rent and toꝛne: 
and ſhodde themſelues with olde clouted ſhoen: and put 


on their backes olde garments, and ſo ſent them foꝛth to 


Joſua to obtayne peace. And when Joſua loked vppon 
them, and behelde their ſimple ſtate; he aſked what they 
were, and from whence they came: They aunſwered, 
from a farre countrey are thy ſeruauntes come fo2 the 
name cf the Loꝛde thy God : foz we haue hearde ofhys 


kame and power, and what he did in the lande of Egypt, 


and in all other plates till nawe. And long haue we tra⸗ 
uailed to come hither as pe may ſie, fo:: this aur fode, 
the day we came fozth was hote, our bottels, ſhoes, and 
garments all newe , and nowe are they olde and toꝛne, 
and our bꝛeade hozed and mouled , wherefozeiwe ſhall 
deſire pour fauour and peace. Then Joſua (bel#ning it 
had bene ſo) ſwoze vnto the Gibeonites , and made a co- 
nenaunt of peace with them, and let them go. Within 


_ thzedayes after it foztimed the Iſraelites to come to the 


Citte of Gibeon, thinking to haue deſtroyed it. But when 
they ſawe that they were the people, which (a little be⸗ 
foze) had obtapned peace at their handes, woulde not flea 
them, bicauſe of their othe, but went to Joſua and tolde 
him. Then Joſaa ſent foꝛ them; and demaunded where- 
foze they had ſo decepned him. They aunſtvered, it was 
tolde vs, that God commaunded Moſes, to gine pou this 
lande, and to ſlea all the inhabitants therof, and therfoze 
were we ſoꝛced to make this pꝛouiſion foꝛ our lines. And 
nowe we de in your hands, to der with vs as ſhall pleaſe 

ene, pou. 
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you. NM cli (ſapde Joſua) fez cur othe ſake ye ſhall hane 

pour liues. But fo2 as much as pe haue ſo craftilye de⸗ 

cepued vs, the Loꝛde hath determined, that pe ſhall be 

in bondage vnder Iſracl, all the dapes of pour lines, and 

be hewers of wode, and water dꝛawers foz the congre- 

gation and houſe of God continually ; And ſo the Jſrac- - 

lites toke their Cities, but ſaued their lyues. After this,  1oſua.r 0.4.b. 
the Kings of the Amozites (hearing how the Gibeonites 
had made, peace with Jſracl ) came vpon them, and be- 
ſieged Gtbeon , which was the greateſt Citie in all the 
kingdome of the Amozites, wherevpon, the Gibeonites 
were conffrapned to ſende to Joſua foꝛ his apde , who 
came from Gilgal , with a great power reſcued them, 
and toke the Kings of the Amozites (which were fine in 
number) and hanged them on fine ſeuerall trees, and de- 
ſtroyed all their pcople and countries. Thus the Gibeo- . Reg. 21. 2. b 
nites continued in bondage vnder the Iſraelites with 

their liues, vntill the time of King Saule, who then foz 
azeale he had to the childzenof Jſrael and Juda, flue a 

great number of them, which deve God puniſhed in the 

dayes of King Dautd, at what time he ſent an hunger 
bpon the lande, which continued by the ſpace of th:e& 
peares, foz when Dauid enquired at the Loꝛde, the cauſe 
of that plague, aunſwere was made him of God, that it 
was foz Saule and the houſe of bloud, who had killed the 
Gibeonites, which Gibeonites were none of the ſerde of 
Iſracl, but a remnant of the Amoꝛites, with whome the 
childzen of Jfracl had made a bonde of peace. Then Da⸗ 
uid aſking the Gibeonites what he ſhoulde doe foz them, 
and whercwith he ſhoulde recompence them, they ſapde: 
we will nepther haue ſiluer noz golde of Saule, noꝛ of his 

ms pot wh Nog —— ů Lo 
but the man that hath conſinned vs, and imagined to 
bꝛing vs to naught, him will we-deffrop. CTheretoꝛe let 
his ſrauen ſonnes be deliueced bnto vs , that we maye 
hang them'vp bekoze the Lozde.

hoſte ot Iſrael: The ſpirit of God euen at that inſtant) 


ſmote ſuch a courage into the hart of Dauid, that he ſlipt 
away from his bꝛethꝛen vnto the people (whome he ſawe 
in great feare) and ſapde : Mhat ſhall be done to the 
man that killeth this Philiſkine ; and taketh away the 
ſhame krom Jſrael : and what is this vncircumciſed 
heathen, that he ſhoulde thus reuyle the hoſte of the ly⸗ 
ning God.

Who then (to ſaue ardocheus and all the Jewes ) dyd 
teoperde hir ſelfe to go to the King , t founde the meanes

Foz John pꝛo⸗ 
phecied Chzilt to be come, pointing him with his finger 
unto the people, ſaying : Beholde the Lambe of God 
which taketh awaye the ſinnes of the woꝛlde, where as 
all the other Pꝛophets dyd but pꝛophecie of his comming 
long befoze he came. Finally, John vſing his libertie in 
tebuking vice without any acception of perſons , repꝛo⸗ 
ued King Herode, fo: keeping his bꝛother Philips wpfe, 
fo: the which he was caſt into pꝛiſon, and ſone after loſt 
his heade. Reade the ſto:p of Herode the Tctrarch and of 


John the Euangeliſt, was the ſonne cf Zebede, 
and bzother to James , and called from his fiſher boate 
to be an Apoſtle of Chꝛiſt, and was of all other moſt en- 
tierip beloued of Jeſus, who commended his mother vn- 


- + + tohimatthehoureof his death. © He wzote his Goſpel 


agaynſt Cerinthus and other Peretikes , and chicflpe a-

who were vetter men than thy ſelfe : Therefoꝛe, with a 
great plague will the Loꝛde (mite thy folke, thy childzen, 
thy wyucs, and ali thy godes: And thou ſhalt be diſeaſed 
in thy bowels, which day by daye, ſhall fall out of thy bo- 
die. And ſo the Loꝛd ſtyꝛred vp agaynſt Joꝛam, the Phi⸗ 
liſtines, the Arabians, with the blacke Moꝛes, which 
walked his Countrep, and carped awaye his ſubſtaunce, 
his wyues, and al his ſonnes (ſaue Ahaziahu the yongeſt) 
and ſmote him with an incurable diſeaſe in his bowels 
which helde hem two peares, till all his gutts fell out, and 
ſo died; aſter he had reygned eyght yeares. Ioram:

Joſaphath, the ſome of ata, began his repgne ouer 
Inda in the fourth peare of Achab King of Jſrael , and 
walked in the olde wayes of his father Datud, and in 
the commaundementes of God, and not in the wayes of 
Iſrael. This godly King to haue the feare of the Loꝛde 
renued among his people, in the thirde peare of hys 
reigne » ſent certapne of his Lozdes thozowout all hys 
Realme, & with them godly learned 4.auncient. Fathers 
of the Leuites with the bake of the law: whoſe Commiſ⸗ 
ſion was to ſc all ydolatrie and ſuperſticion ſuppzeſſed, 
and the lawes of God purely and ſincerely taught and 
followed, which was ſo diligentip done, that the feare of 
the Lode, fell ſo vpon all the Kingdomes rounde about 
him, that no man troubled him, hut pꝛeſented him wyth 
giftes ; The Philiſtynes with Tribute money, the Ara⸗ 


bians 
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bians with Cattell, ſo that within a whyle, he grew inta 
great riches and honoz. And being thus endued wpth as 
bundance of treaſure and ſubſtance , he topned affinitte. 
with Achab, taking his part againlt the Sirians, where 
(notwithlkanding) the Loꝛde pꝛeſerued him, and bzought 
him ſafe home againe. But fozſomuchas in his abſence, 
the people were ſomewhat \ſwarued from the Loꝛde, the 
Pꝛophet Jehu came to him, and ſayd: Bicauſe thou haſt 
helped the vagodlye , and loued them whome the Lo2de 
doth hate the wꝛath of God is come vpon thee, neucrthe- 
leſle, god things are founde in thee, bicauſe thou haſt ta- 
ken away the Groues out of the lande, and haſt p:eparcd 
thine heart to ſ&ke God. Then Joſaphat fearing the 
Loꝛde, went about all his Realme , to bzing the people 
agayne vnto the Lozde : And when he had ſet godly Jud- 
ges and Leuites in cuery Citie (the one to tubge in tem⸗ 
poꝛall cauſes, and the other in matters of the Lozde) he 
gaue to eyther of them his charge, ſaying frſt to the 
Judges on this wiſe : Take he&ede (ye Judges) what ye 
do? fo2 ye execute not the iudgement of man, but of God, 
which is with pou in indgement : wherckoꝛe nowe, let 


the keare ot the Loꝛde be vppon pon , and take heede and 


be doing the thing that pleaſeth him, koꝛ there is no vn⸗ 
righteouſnſſe with the Lozde our God that ſhoulde haue 
anp reſpect of perſons, 02 take rewardes. Then he tur- 
ned to the Leuites, and ſavde: Thus ſhall pe doe in the 
feare of the Loꝛd, faithfully, and with a pure heart, what 
cauſe ſocuer come vnto pou of pour bꝛethꝛen, betweene 
bloude and bloude, Lawe and Commanndement,Sta- 
tute and Oꝛdmance, pee ſhall warne them that they treſ⸗ 
paſſe not againſt the Loꝛde, that wꝛath come not vppon 
pou, and vppon your bzethꝛen, thus doe, and pou ſhall 
not oſtende: Cake courage to pou, and doe manfully, 
and the Loꝛde ſhall be with ſuch, as go about to mayn- 
taine the lawes of the Loꝛde. — — Lo2de gaue 
an 
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and the Ammonites, whole armies fell at ſuch ſtrife and 
variance among themſelues, that one killed another, and 
lett not one aline vndeſtroped befoꝛe Joſaphat came at 
them. And the fourth dape after he had gathered vp the 
ſpoyle, he aſſembled his people in the valley of Bleſſing, 
and went to Jeruſalem with great triumph, where he 
gaue all pꝛayſe and thankes to God foꝛ his myꝛaculous 
vidoꝛie. Finally, he ioyned himſelfe with Ahaztahu hing 
of Iſrael, and made tenne ſhippes to go with his ſhippes 
into Tharũs foꝛ golde : And bicauſe he had ioyned him- 
ſelfe with ſo wicked a man, the Loꝛde bꝛake his ſhippes, 
and woulde not (ſuffer them to go. He repgned. xxv. pea⸗ 
res, and was buried with his fathers in the Citie ol Da⸗ 
uld, leauing Joꝛam his ſonne to occupie his place. q Io- 
| ſaphat, the Lor des REG, or the n up of the Lorde. 


Joſeph, the ſonne of Jacob and Rachel, was in hys 
pouth, of his father aboue all other beloued, in ſo much, 
that he made him a coate of many colours: But his bꝛe⸗ 
then hated him, bicauſe his dzeames ſignified vnto 
them, that he ſhould be Loꝛde ouer them all, and they his 
ſeruantes. And being at the age ol. rvtf. yeares, he was 
ſent to them with victualles, where they laye with their 
ſheepe at Dothan, who ſeeing him come a farre ot, began 
do derpde and mocke him, : Bcholde, where the 
Dꝛeamer commeth, and — togithers to kpll 
him, but Ruben (the eldeſt bzother) woulde not conſcnt 
to that. Wherfoze at his comming they ſeripped him out 
of his coate, and caſt him into an emptie pit. And as cer-

ſafe and ſound caried into Egipt, was there ſolde againe 
to a certayne great Lozde of King Pharaos Ceurt na- 
med Putiphar : and became ſo lucky a man with him (by 
Gods pꝛouidencc) that his Mayſter made him chiefe ru- 
ler ouer all his houſe . And ſo continued in great fauour 
with his Loꝛde, vntill his Paiſters wyfe began to caſt 
bir loue vpon him, and woulde haue had him to lye with 
hir: Then Joſeph to dyſſwade hys. Pyſtreſſe from 
hir inoꝛdinate loue, ſapde : Beholde, my Wayſter kno- 
weth not what he hathin the houſe wyth mee, but hath 
committed all thynges he hath into my handes, There 
is no man greater in this houſe than J , neyther hath 
he kept anye thing from mie, laue onely thee , bycauſe 
thou art his wife. How then can A doe this great wickcd- 
neile, and ſo ſinne againſt God: And thus he put hit ot, 
and ſhunned hir companie (from that day fo2th) aſmuch 
as he coulde poſſible doe. But one daye as Jofeph ente⸗ 
red into the houſe to doe hys buſineſſe, and finding his 
Pylrefle there (by chaunce ) alone, ſhe caught him by the 
cioake to haue him leepe with hir , which he denyed and 
woulde not conſent to hir minde, and when he ſawe hir ſo 
impoꝛtune vpon him that he could not honeffip part from 
hir, he wounde himſelfe out of his garment;and\to depar- 
ted: Chen the called to hir men, declaring to them that 
Joſeph woulde haue rauiſhed hir and when J began (o 
crie (quoth ſhe) he left his garment behinde him |foz haikc, 
and ranne awaxye: which tale being tolde to ÞÞutiphar at 
his comming home, Joſeph was caſt in pꝛiſon, Where 
(by Gods p:ouiſion ) he founde ſuch fauour with the kee⸗ 
per, that he committed all thinges vnder his haſide to doe 
whatloeuer he woulde. Now in this pꝛilſan where Joſeph 
was, laye two ol King Pharaos oflicers: The one his 
chiefe Baker, and the other his Butler. N hich (wo men 
chaunced to dꝛeame both in one night, aud telling their 
d:cames to Joſeph, he tolde the Butlar that within th. 
but tix

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Baker ſhould be hanged: Nhert foꝛe he deſired the But⸗ 
ler to thinke vpon him to the King when he was reſfo2cd, 
who (notwithſtanding) foꝛgot Joſeph , # neuer remem- 
b:ed him till two pcares after that Pharao the King 
chaunced to haue certayne dꝛeames, which none could be 
found to tel him the meaning therof:and then the Butler 
calling Joſeph to remembꝛance, tolde the King al things 
of him, who being ſent foz , and come to the King, he ope- 
ned the dꝛeames, declaring to Pharao, the ſcuen plenti⸗ 
full yeres that were to come, and the ſeuen barren x hard 
xeares which ſhoulde enſue and confume the aboundance 
of the ycares pꝛocteding. Then the King perceyuing Jo⸗ 
ſeph to be a man endued with wiſe dome and knowledge, 

made him Regent of his Real me, and called him the Da- 
utour of the woꝛlde, loꝛ by his politvke pꝛouiſion, Egipt 
was relicucd in the harde and deare peares, and the Bing 
greatipenriched. At this time was Joſeph about the age 
of thirtie-yearcs,and toke to wyfe, Aſnath the daughter 
of Puttphar Pꝛieſt of On, and had by hir two ſounes , 
Manaſſes and Ephꝛaim. Nowe when the time of dearth 
was come, all landes being ſoꝛe oppꝛeſſed with famine, 
ſent into Egipt foꝛ Cozne , among the which, Jacob ſent 
ten of his ſonnes, who (at their comming befoze Joſeph 


their bꝛother and gouernour of Egipt)fell downe flat be⸗ 


fo:c him. Then Joſeph beholding his b:cthzen ( whome 
he knew very wel, but they not him) demaunded ſtraung⸗ 
lye from whence they came. They ſapde from the lande 
of Canaan. Then Joſeph rememb2ing his dzeames , 
ſpake roughly to them, ⁊ ſapde,they were ſpyes. Nay mp 
Loꝛd (quoth they) we are all one mans ſonnes and meane 
truely. Nap nav (quoth he) your comming is fo2 none o⸗ 
ther purpoſe , but to ſpie out the lande where it is moſfe 
weakelf. Truely my Loꝛd, quoth they, we are no Spies, 
we are twelue bꝛethꝛen, the ſonnes of one man, and the 
yongelt this dape,remapneth with our Father, and one, 
no man woteth where he is.

Am? on the fourth daye, when 
be would haue departed, his Father in lawe woulde not 
ſuffer him ſo to doe, but with gentle entreatance, compel⸗ 
led him to tarie that dape alſo vntill the next mozrowe, 
Which being come, he pꝛepared himſelfe to de part. And 
about the midde daye (notwithſtanding the great intrea⸗ 
tie of his Father, to haue him pet to tarie one daye lon⸗ 
ger) he toke his Concubine, his feruant, with two Alles 
loden, and ſo departed, going foꝛth till they came as farre 
as Jebus, and bicauſe it dꝛew toward night, his ſeruant 


counſapled him to go into the Citie, and to tarie there all 


night, but his Mayſter woulde not, bicauſe it was a 


ſtraunge Citie, and pertayned not to the Childꝛen of Js 
rael. And ſo paſſing by, they came to Gibea a citie belon- 


ging to the Beniamits. And comming thither ſomewhat: 


late, they went in, and ſate- them downe in one of the 


ſtrœtes of the Citie. And as they were ſitting there, a 


certaine olde man (which was al Mount Ephꝛaim alſo, 
and dwelt there as a ſfraunger ) came out of the flelde 


from his wozke: And when he had ſpyed the Lenite (and 


thoſe with him) ſitting in the ſtrerte as wayfairing per⸗ 
fons, he went vnto them, de maunding from whence they 


tame: The Leute aunſwered how that they came from 
Bethleem Juda beſtde Mount Ephꝛaim, and were going 


to the houſe ot the Loꝛde, and bicanſe that no man recep ⸗ 


neth vs into houſe, we ſit here, hauing all thinges necel⸗ 
ſarp with vs, both foꝛ our ſelues , and Cattell. Mell 


(quoth the olde man) abyde not here in the ſfreete; but go 


home with me, and whatſoeuer ve lacke, ye ſhall finde it 


there. And ſo he had them home to his houſe; and vſed 
them very friendly.

oflering. ſhoulde ſurely die. And when they had reared 
vp an Aultar in Bethel, and made their offering, it was 
knowne that the mhabitants ol Jabes Gilead came not 
vp to the offering. Wherefoze the Jſraclites ſent thither 
ij. thouſande men, commaunding them to flea all the 
Males, with all the women alſo, ſauing ſuch women as 
had neuer knowne man ſteſhly. And they ſaued foure hun⸗ 
dzed Damſels, Uirgins that neuer tape with man, and 
them they bzought to the hoſte ol Splo, which is in the 
lande of Canaan, Then the Jſraclites haning pittie on 
their bꝛethꝛen the Beniamites (bicanſe that God had 
made ſuch a gap amog them) went peaceably vnto them 
that were fledde vnto the rocke of Rimmon , and gaue 
them wpyues which they had ſaued of the women of Gi⸗ 
lead, but they fufficed them not. Then the childꝛen of JG 
rail were very ſoꝛy foꝛ the bꝛeach that the loꝛd had made 
in the Tribes of Iſrael, i toke great care fo: the Bens 
tamins, how to repleniſhe them with wpues, fozfomuch 
as their women were all deſtroyed, and that they might 
not giue their daughters vnto them And at laſt,remem- 
bꝛing the yearclycuſtome of the daughter ol Hylo, they 
ſayde vntu the Beniamins: There is a feaſt of the Lozd 
pearcly kept in Sylo: Go ye thither, and Ive in wayte a⸗ 
mong the Uineyards, and when ye ſer the Daughters of 
Splo come dauncing a roi, then come pe out of the vine⸗ 
pardes, and catche you cuery man a wpfe. And if their 
kriendes complayne vnto vs, we wiltercuſe the matter, 
and ſare ye haue done it, bicauſe we did not reſerue to 
eche one of vourhis wyle, in the time of warre. And the 
childꝛen of Beniamin did even ſo, and toke them wyues 
of the daughters of @plo; and went to their inheritance, 
and made them Cities to dwell in, and ſo were friends.

This ambicious 
man by deceyte, got the hye Pꝛieſtes office from Jaſon 
an this wyfe : When that god and godlye man Dnias 
had the ſuperioꝛttie, Jaſon his bꝛother found the meanes 
to coꝛrupt Antiochus the King with money, and ſo gotte 
the office out of his bzothers handes. And when the time 
came that Jaſon ſhoulde pay the money to Antiochus, he 
ſent it by the hande of Penelans, in whome he had great 
ence. But when Penelaus was come to the King, 
he fo craftily handled the matter with flatterie and fay2e 
pꝛomiſes, that he both defrauded the King of his money, 
and Jaſon of his office: which, when he had'obtained,re- 
turned with an hye ſtomacke, moze lyke a cruell tyꝛant. 
and the wzath of a wylde bzute beaſt,than any thing that 
beſcemed a Paieff, But when the King had knowledge of 
all his deceyte and falſhode, he diſcharged him agapne, 
putting Lyſtmachus hys bꝛother in hys roume. Then 
Penelaus being thus thzuſt ont of office , wayted hys 
tyme to be reuenged. And when he had ſpyed the King a- 
bout his weightie affayzes (as in the ſuppꝛeſſion ot cer⸗ 
tayne Nebels) leaning Andꝛonicus behinde him to be his 
Lieutenaunt and ſuppoſing then to haue a 
tyme, he went and ſtole out of the Temple ne veſ⸗ 
ſcls of golde, and gaue them to Andꝛonicus. And after 
he had made him his aſſured friende , he miniſtred ſuch 
wicked counſell both to Andzonicus and Lyſimachus his 
bzother. that the one murdzed Onias, and the other-ſpot- 
led and robbed the Temyle of God, Wherfoze the King 
at his returne againe, cauſed Andzontcus to be put to 
death; and the other the people fur iouſiye fell vpon hem 
and killed him.

Then came Jeza- 
bel his wpfe, and demaunded why he was ſo ſadde, who 
tolde hir it was foz Nabothes Wineyarde, which he had 
denyed him. What (quoth ſhe) doeſt thou gouerne the 
kingdome of Jſrael # vp and eate thy meat, and ſet thine 
heart at reſt, and J will giue ther the Uineparde. And ſo 
ſhe wꝛote a letter in Achabs name, ſealed with the kings 
Signet, and lent it to the Elders of the Citie where Na- 
both dwelt, commaunding them to pzoclayme a faſt, 
and ſer Naboth among the chtefeſt of the people, and to 
bing two falſe witneſſes againſt him, which ſhould ſaye 
he had blaſphemed God and the King , and then to put 
him to death. And ſo all thinges were done accoꝛding to 
the tenoꝛ of Jezabelsletter , and Naboth caryed out of 
the Citie, and ffoned, © Naboth, Speach, or prophecying. 


. Nabuchodonoſoz, was King of Babilon. And by

And when the men of 
Jabes percepucd themlelues in great daunger of theyꝛ 
lyues , they deſired the King to make a couenaunt with 
them, and they woulde be his ſeruaunts. Then ſayde Na- 
has: It ye will ſuffer mee to th2uſt out all your right 
eyes, to b2ing Jſracl to ſhame, J ſhalbe content to make 
peace with you. Then ſayde they: Giue vs reſpite ſeuen 
dayes , and if none doe come to helpe vs in that ſpace, we 
will come out bnto ther. Then Nahas(thinking that none 
durſt come to ayde them agaynſt him) graunted their re⸗ 
queſt. Upon the which they ſent meſſengers, into all the 
coaſtes of Iſrael, which ne wes was ſo heauy tydinges to 
them, that they fell a weeping. And as they were mour⸗ 
ning and lamenting their caſe, it chaunced Saule (by the 
pꝛouidence of God) to come out of the fielde following 
the Cattell.

This man fauoured Chꝛiſt, but durſt not be knowne 
thereof foꝛ feare of the Jewes, wherefoze he came to Je⸗ 
ſus by night ſecretlpe, ſaping : Rabbi, we knowe that 
thou art a teacher come from God, fo2 no man could doe 
ſuch myꝛacles as thou doeſt, except God were with him. 
Jeſus : Uerilpe, verilpe, I ſape vnto thee, except a man 
be bozne from aboue, he cannot ſe the kingdome of 
God. Nichodemus : howe can a man be bozne when he 
is olde ? can he enter into his Mothers wombe , and ber 
bozne againe? Jeſus : Uerily,verily,J ſay vnto the, ex⸗ 
cept a man be bozne of the water, and of the ſpirite, he 
cannot enter into the kingdome of God: that which is 
bozne of the fleſhe, is fleſhe : and that which is boꝛne of 
the ſpirite, is ſpirite: Marueil not thou that J ſapde vi 
to thee, pe mut be boꝛne from aboue: The wpnde blows 
eth where it lyſfeth, and thou heareſt the ſounde thereof, 
but canſf not tell whence it commeth , oꝛ whither it go⸗ 
eth.

And being a iuſt and perfite man, he founde fuch fanoar 
in the eyes of God, that when all fleſhe had ſo coꝛrupt his 6. cp. 
way vpon earth, that God thꝛeatened the dcſfracion of 
the woꝛlde, vet to ſaue Noe, and to declare it vnto him 

120, befoze it came, he bade hint pꝛepare an Arke of 
Pine tres, which ſhoulde contepne in length thꝛer hun⸗ 
dꝛeth cubitrs, in bꝛedth fiftie cubites , and in deepeneſſe 
thirtie.

After 
ſeauendayes; he pnt-fozth a Doue, which came againe 
at night bzinging a bꝛaunch of Oliue with greene leaues 
in hir mouth. Peuertheleſſe, he remayned ſeauen other 
dayes; and put foꝛth the Done againe, which neuer re⸗ 
turned. Then Noe after he had continued one peare in 
the Arke, and ſawe the carth dꝛie, he (at the commaunde- 


ment ot God) iſſued out ot the Arke, and incontinent 


biulded an Aultar, where vpon he offered a ſacrifice vnta 
the Lozde, of euerye cleane beaſt, and ot euerpe cleane 
foule, which ſacrifice was a ſwerte ſmell vnto the Lozde, 
and pleaſed him ſo well, that he made a pꝛomiſe ſo Moe, 
that he would neuer moꝛe deſtroy the woꝛld with water, 
x foz the confirmation thereof,gaue the e foꝛ a 
ſure token betwene him and man. Noe was the irſt in- 
uenter of Nl ine, and therewithall was made

Obbed E dom, the tonne of Jeduthun had the Arke of Par. 16. d.

tolde to Dau, that the houſe of Obed Edom was bleſ⸗ 
ſed, bicauſe of the Arke of God, he remoued it thence, and 
bꝛought it into the city of Dauid with great triumph, and 
oꝛdeyned Obed Edom and his bꝛethꝛen (which were Le⸗ 
uites) to kepe the doꝛe of the Arke, 4 Obed Edom, the 
fernant of Ralun, or à ſeruant Edlomite. 


Obedia, notwithſfanving her was chiele goner- 
nour of all king Achabs houſe , yet he was a man that 
fcared God greatly, Inſomuch that when Jezabel de⸗ 
froyed the P2ophetes of the Loꝛde, he toke an hundꝛed 
Pꝛophets, and hidde them, fiftie in one Caue,-andfiftie 
in another, pꝛouiding all things neceſſary toz them. Dn a 
time as Obedta was going about the lande (at Achabs 
commaundement) to ſearche foz water and graſſe foz 
their cattell, which were almoſt ouercome with d2outh, 
he chauneed to-meete Elia the Pꝛophete. And when he 
ſaw him, he fell downe and ſayde : Art not thou my Lo2d 
Elia: yea, quoth he, go tell thy Loꝛde that Jam here.O 
(quoth Dbedia) what haue J ſinned , that thou wouldeſt 
deliuer thy ſeruant into the handes of Achab to be laine? 
As truly as the Loꝛd thy God lineth, there is no nation 
oꝛ kingdome, whither mp Loꝛde hath not ſent to ſerke 
ther: And when they ſapd, he is not here, he toke an othe 
of the kingdome amd nation, if they had not founde ther. 
And now thou ſayeſt, go, tell thy Loꝛd that Elia is here.

Where , by hearing of Paule 
(who at that time was in bondes ) he receyued the Doc⸗ 
trine ot the Goſpell, and ſerued Paule in Pziſon ; and 
became ſo faithfull a ſouldiour of Chꝛiſt, that Paule ſent 
him with Tichicus to the ColloMians with his Epiſtle , 
commending him vnto them on this wiſe: And with Ti⸗ 
chicus , q haue ſent Dneſtmus , a fapthfull and beloued 
bꝛother, which is one of pou. Finallye, he ſent him home 
to his mayſter agayne, beſeeching Philemon, not to re- 
cepue him now as a ſeruaunt, but moꝛe than a ſeruaunt, 
cuen as a fapthfull bꝛother, & as his owne ſonne, whome 
he had ( in his bandes) begotten to Chꝛiſt, offering him- 
ſelfe ſuertye, to make god whatſocuer hurt he had done 
him in tyme paſt.

dable bnto God, a wozkeman that ne&deth not to be aſha- 
med, deſtributing tt — hney >a my vn⸗ 
geſfiyc vanities of voytes, paſſe thou ouer them, foꝛ they 
will increaſe vnto vngodlyneſſe, and their woꝛdes ſhall 
krette as doth the diſe > of a Canker : of whoſe number 
is Pimeneus and Philetus, which (as concerning the 
trueth) haue crred, ſaping , the reſurreaion is paſt alrea- 
dye, and doe deſtroy the fapth of many. 


Philip. To this man, Antiochus the Ring (at the day 
of his death) comitte dhe gonernunee of Nis pong loune 
Antiochus, with the whole Realme, during his nonage. 

| tert rd, went into Perlia with a great 
Nges ſonne bnder the tuition of Lys 
e of Philip, made Antiochus King 
woding to his name Eupater. Then 
Philip hearing of th (whole intent was to be King him 
ſelfe) returned with the Kings armie out of Perſia , and 
came to Antioch, where he got the dominion. But Lyſias 
hearing thereof, made haſte to Antioch , where he fought 
with Philip, and (in fine) got the Citie from him. 


Philip, a man bozne in Bethſaida a Citie of Galile, 
was called to be an At oſtle. After whoſe calling, he went 
to Nathaniel, and ſayde, we haue founde him of whome 
Moſes in the Lawe and the Pꝛophetes did wzyte : Jeſus 
the ſonne of Joſeph of Nazareth , and fo bꝛought him to 
Jeſus. This is he whome Chꝛiſt aſked (to pzone him) 
where he might bupe ſo much bzeade as woulde ſerne the 
companp to eate, that came vnto him, who made aun- 


were, that two hund:eth penywozth woulde not ſuffyce 


I 
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them, to haue but euery man a little. Alſo, when there 
were certaine Greekes, which came to Philip, ſaying : 
they were deſirous to (& Jeſus , Philip went and tolde 
Andzew. And agapne, Andzewe and Philip tolde Jeſus, 
Furthermoze, when Jeſus reaſoned with his Diſciples 
about his father, ſaping that they both knewe him, and 
had ſcene him: Philip ſayd; Lo2d,ſhew vs the father, and 
it ſuikiceth vs. Nowe after the death of Chꝛiſt, and per⸗ 
ſecution that was about Steuen, Philip went to the Ci⸗ 
tie of Samaria, where he pꝛeached Chꝛiſt, and did not 
only conuert the whole Citie, but alſo Simon Magus the 
Soꝛcerer, who had of long time ſeduced the ſame Citie 
with his ſoꝛcerie and witchcraft . And when he had thus 
ſowen the woꝛde of God among the Samaritanes, the 


Angell of the Loꝛd ſpake vnto Philip, ſaping: Ariſe, and 


go towarde the South, vnto the wape that goeth downe 
from Jeruſalem vnto the Citie of Gaza, which is in the 
deſert. And as he was going, he met in the way (by Gods 
pꝛouidence) a certaine man of Ethiopia, a Chamberlaine 
and of great authozitie with Candace Nueene of Ethi⸗ 
ope , which had bene at Jeruſalem to wozſhip . And re- 
turning homewarde ſitting in his Chariot, he readde the 
boke of Eſap the Pꝛophete. Then Philip, being com- 
maunded by the ſptrite of God, to go and ioyne him⸗ 
ſelfe bnto the Chariote , went. And when he came 
neare , and hearde him reading of Eſaye the Þzophet, 
he ſapde vnto the Chamberlapne: bnderſtanveft thou 
what thou readeſt 2 Howe can J (quoth he) except 4 
had a guyde: whereloꝛe J pꝛay the come vppe and ſitte 
with me. The tenoꝛ of the Scripture which he readde, 
was this: He was ledde as a ſhepe to be ſlapne, and like 
a Lambe dumbe befoze his ſhearer, ſo opened he not hys 
mouth. Bicauſe of his humbleneſſe,he was not eſteemed; 
But who ſhall declare his generation, and his lyfe is ta- 
ken from the earth. When Philip had repeated thys

ſette Philip downe in thenext Citie called Azotus, who 
walked thozowout the Countrie pꝛeaching in all the Ct- 
ties, till he came to Ceſarea, | 


Philip, the Euangeliſt, was one of the ſeauen Dea- 
cons ; Me dwelt in Ceſarea , and had foure daughters 
which did pzophecie, 


Phinehes, the Sonne of Eleazar, was ſo gelyous 
ouer the lawes of God, that when the childzen of Afracl 
had committed who2edome with the daughters of Poab 
and ſaw an AIſraelite (named 2 amry) bꝛing to his bꝛe⸗ 
thzena Madianitiſhe wyfe ( named Coz by) cuen in the 
ſight of Poſes and all the multitude of Jſracl that ſtode 
befoze the doe of the Tabernacle , lamenting their of- 
fence , he toke his weapon in his hande and followed the 


man into his Tent, and thꝛuſt them both thozowe the 


bellyes and killed them. And then the plague (wherein 
were dead ſoure an twentie thouſande) ceaſed. Foz the 
which derde, the Loꝛde fayde to Poſes : Phinehes the 
ſonne of Eleazar, hath turned awaye mine anger from 
the childꝛen of Aſrael whple he was gelious foꝛ my ſake 
among them, that J had not conſumed 1 —

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gelouſte : Wherefoze A giue vnto him, my couenaunt of 
peace, to him and to his ſœde after him, euen the Couc- 
naunt of the Pꝛieſtes office foz euer, becauſe he was ge- | 
lous foz his Gods ſake , and made attonement foz the 
Childzen of Iſrael. |

Pilate, was Licfetenaunt of Jewzye , when Annas Mk. 1j. 
e Caiphas were the hye Pꝛieſtes, who with the Scribes MI. 4. 
and Elders of the Jewes ſate in counſayle vppon Jeſus Luke. 22. 23. 
(nowe betrayed vnto them by Judas ) how and by what h 18.19. 
meanes , they might diſpatch hym out of the waye. But 
hauing no auchozitie to condemne oꝛ put hym to death, 
they bzought hym bounde vnto Pylate the tempozall 
Judge. Saying , howe that they had founde him peruer⸗ 
ting the people and fozbidding trybute to Ceſar, and cal- 
ling himſelfe a King. Pilate hearing this, demaundedof | 
him, whither he were a King oz no, Jeſus nepther deny- | 
ing noz affirming that he was, made aunſwere that Pi- |: 
late himſelte had ſapde ſo. Then Pilate ſayde vnto all his 
accuſers , how that in examining of Jeſus , he coulde not 
ſee that he had offended in anye ſuch thing, as they had 
charged him withall. The people than, moze behement- 
lye affirmed,how that he had with his teaching and pꝛea⸗ 
ching (which he firſt began in Galile) moued all Jcwzy 
to follow his doctrine. When Pilate percepued the man 
to be of Galile,and that his matter pertayned to Herods 
turiſdictton, he ſent hym ( f@zthwith) to Yerode lying at 
Jeruſalem.UWho of a long tyme had bene deſirous to ſ | 
gym. But when as Herode had demaunded many things 
of him, and coulde haue no aunſwere agayne, he diſpiſed A 
and mocked hym , and ſoreturned hym backe agayne to th - 1 
Pilate clothed all in x white. And from that daye fwzth, tobe ot honoz 
Pilate. and Herode were euermoꝛe friendes, who befoze on excellencte, 
were enimies. Then Pilate (foz ſo much as Merode bur it was 
had ſent Jeſus backe agayne , and done nothing bnto giu# to chzif} 
bym , and that neyther he noz Yerode coulde ae ove 1 dns 
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Bllate mur⸗ 
thered the

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thing in him wozthie of death) would haue chaſtpned Je- 
ſus , and ſo let him go. But the hyghe Pꝛieſtes layed ſo 
manpe thinges agaynſt him, that Pilate (after he had 
reaſoned a little with Jeſus, concerning his Kingdome 
and other thinges) went and ſate in iudgement, knowing 
right well in his conſcience , that the Pꝛieſtes of verye 
enuie had deliuered Jeſus vnto him. And being ſet downe 
vpon the iudgement ſeate, his wpfe ſent to hym, ſaying: 
Haue thou nothing to doe with that iuſt man, foz J haue 
ſuffered manye thinges this daye in a dzeame , by rea- 
ſon of hym.Uhich counſell of his wyfe, noꝛ yet his owne 
knowledge, did any thing the moze moue him, to defende 
the innocencie of Chꝛiſt, but aſked of the people, which of 
theſe two they woulde haue quitte , Barrabas oꝛ Jeſus, 
and they ſayde Barrabas. What ſhall J then doe (quoth 
he) with Jeſus which is called Chꝛiſt⸗ They all ſaide,let 
hym be Cruciſied. W hat euill oꝛ great offence hath hee 
done (quoth Pilate) that deſerueth death! The people 
being much moꝛe eager than they were befoze, cryed out 
amapne to haue him Crucified, When Pilate ſaw this , 
that he coulde not p:euapte agaynſt them, he toke water 
and waſhed his handes, ſaying: J am innocent of the 
bloud of this iuſt perſon, in the which ſaping he bare wit- 
neſſe of his innocencie, befoze he condemned him. And fo 
delpuering Jeſus to the Souldiours, they ſcourged him, 
and araped him in purple, with a crowne of thoꝛne vpon 
his heade . In which ſoꝛte Pilate bꝛought hym fozth a⸗ 
gayne , and ſayde to the people: Beholde , J bꝛing hym 
koꝛth to pon, that pee may knowe that J finde no fault in 
him. And when Jeſus appeared befoꝛe them, Pilate ſaid: 
Beholde the man, which he ſpake in mockerye , bicauſe 
that Chꝛiſt had called him ſelfe a King. And when the hye 
Pꝛieſtes and Officers ſawe hym, they cryed ont, Cru- 
cifige, Crucifige. Then ſaide Pilate take him to you and 
Crucifie hym, foꝛ J can finde no canſe of death in the 
man, They aunſwered agayne and ſayde: It es” 
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full foz vs fb put any man to death, but we haue a lawe, 
_ bp our lawe he ought to dye, bycauſe he made hymſelfe 
the Sonne of God. When Pilate hearde this, he was 
afrapde,and went agayne into the iudgement Hall, and 
demaunded of Jeſus what he was, but he made hym no 
aunſwere. Then Pilate ſayde : Why ſpeakeſt thou not! 
Doelt thou not ſee , that it lyeth in mp handes, eyther to 
kyll oꝛ ſaue thee : To that he made aunſwere and ſayde: 
Thou couldeſt haue no power at all agaynſt mee , except 
it were giuen thee from abone , thereloꝛe he that deliue⸗ 
red mee vnto ther, hath the moze ſinne, + from that tyme 
fo:th Pilate ſought by all meanes to deliuer hym . But 
the Jewes cred vppon hym, ſaying : Jf thou let him go 
thou arte not Ceſars friende , foz whoſoeuer maketh 
bimſelfe a King,ſpeaketh agaynſt Ceſar , When Pilate 
hearde them ſap ſo , he bzought Jeſus foꝛth, and ſate him 
downe in the Judgement ſeate , ſaping vnto the people: 
Bebolde pour King, they cryed, awape with him, away 
with him, crucifie hym. What (quoth Pilate ) ſhall J 
crucifpe pour Bing: To that the hyghe Pꝛieſtes made 

aunſwere and ſayde: We haue no King but Ceſar. At 

that woꝛde, Pilate delpuered Jeſus to be cruciſped, and 

being bꝛought to the place of execution, and ſpꝛeade vpon —— manne 
the Croſſe , Pilate cauſed this tytle to be ſet ouer his Pub 
heade: Jeſus of Nazareth King of the Jewes,which was ,,1) vs at 
wꝛitten in Hebꝛue, Greeke and Latine, that all Nacions the laſt, depo⸗ 
might vnderſtande it. With the which wꝛiting, the hyghe ſed and bant- 
Pꝛieſts were offended ſoꝛe, and woulde haue had Pilate ſhed to Long 
to coꝛre it, and not to wꝛite him King of the Jewes,but — —— 
that he ſapde , J am Ring of the Jewes. Mell (quoth Pi⸗ — = 
late: What J haue wꝛitten, that haue J wzitten. x

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ofnoble Antiochus in Pariage , which was ſolemly and 
with great Royaltie finiſhed in the Citie of Ptolomais, 
But notwithſtanding this great bonde of Amitie nowe 
knit betweene them, Ptolomy afterwarde withdꝛew his 
fanour from Alexander, and ſought by all meanes,howe 
he might defeate him of his Kingdome, And thinking to 
bꝛing his purpoſe nowe better to paſſe , whyle Alexander 
hymſclfe lape out of his Realme , he pzepared a great 
hoſte, and toke his tournep into Siria, where into cue- 
rye Citie as he came, he was honourably recepued accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to Alexanders commaunde ment. And being his fa⸗ 
ther in lawe was nothing ſuſpected ol treaſon. But Pto- 
lomp meaning nothing elſe , left in euery Citie wherein- 
to he was receyued, certapne men of warre, to foꝛtiſie 
and kerpe the ſame. And when he had gotten the Domi⸗ 
mon of all the Cities vpon the Sea coaſt, he iovned him⸗ 
ſelte in league with Demetrius, and toke his daughter 
from Alexander, and gaue hir to Demetrius: Rayſing 
vp a ſlaunder vppon Alexander, howe he went about to 
kill him. And ſo his malice and vnſaciable couetouſneſſe 
being openly knowne., he got him to Antioche, where he 
let two Crownes vpon his heade , the crowne of Egipt 
and Aſta. Then Alexander (who at that tyme laye in the 
_ Comntrey of Cilicia) hearing of all that his Father in 
lawe had done, returned home, and made warre agapnff 
him. But Ptolomp being the ſtronger, chaſed him into 
the Countrey of Arabia, where the King of that lande, 
{mote off his heade, and ſent it to tolomy, which plea⸗ 
ſure he dyd not long enioye, foꝛ within thꝛer dayes after, 
Ptolomp dyed himſelfe . After whoſe death, his men ol 
warre which he had left in the Cities were all llapne.

Salmanaſar, King of Amiria, came in the ſeuenth 
reare of Hoſea Bing of Jſrael, and beſteged Samaria, 
and in the thirde yeare (which was the ninth yere of Yo- | 
ſea) he wanne it, and-toke Hoſea pziſoner , and carped 


him awap into Aſſiria, « Salmanaſar, Pcace bounde. 


Salomon, the tonne of Bethſabe was o2deyned to 


reygne after his father Dauid, and annoynted King o⸗ 
uer Jſrael, by Sadock the Pꝛieſt, and Nathan the Þ20- 
phet. Who being ſfabliſhed in his kingdome , began to 
minilker Juſtice : firſt vpon Adoniah his bꝛother, which 
had aſpired to the Kingdome . Secondlye, vppon Joab, 
which had layne Abner and Amaſa ,- and conſpired with 
Adomiah. Thirdly, vpon Semet, which had curſſed Da- 
uid his father. This King was ſo dearelye beloued of 
God, that in a dzeame he appeared to him, and bade him 
aſke whatſocuer he woulde, and he ſhoulde haue it. Then 
Salomon conſidering in himſelfe that he was but pong, 
and that (being called to the office of a King) howe harde 
a thing it was to gonerne the whole multitude of the peo⸗ 
ple well, deſired of God to giue him an vnderſtanding 
heart, to iudge the people, and to difcerne betweene god 


and euill. Which thing pleaſed the Loꝛde ſo well, that he 


— 


gaue him not onely a wyſe and an vnderſfanding heart, 


but alſo riches and hononr, wherein he excelled all other | 
Kings that euer were befoze oꝛ after him. And that he 


paſſed all men in wiſedome and vnderſfanding,doth ma⸗ 
nifeſflp appeare by the wpfe ſentence he gane vppon the 


living chylde, that the two Harlots ſrroue foꝛ befoze him. 


And alſo by his th: thouſande Parables , and his thou- | 


lande and fiftie ſonges, wherein were declared ſuch wiſe 
and grane ſentences, that all the wozlde (hearing there- 
of) came to ſe his pꝛeſence, and to heate his wyſedome., 


which did lo farre exceede the wiledome ol Ethan, He- 
man, 
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man, Chalcal, and Darda (foure of the notableſt men 
then liuing in all the woꝛlde) that they fell a wondering, 
and ſayde, that the great fame that was bꝛuted of hys 
wiſedome and ropaltie befoze they came foꝛth, was no⸗ 
thing to be compared with that they had now both heard 
and ſcene. And as he did erceede all men in wiſedome, ſo 
he did all other in riches. Foz he had. xij. Officers which 
pꝛouided victualles foꝛ his houſholde euerve moneth in a 
yeare. And his oꝛdinary expences cucry dap was thirtye 
quarters of Manchet floure, and ſixtie quarters of meale, 
ten ſtalled Oxen, and twentie out of the paſture, and an 
hundꝛed ſh&pe, beſide Hartes, Buckes, wylde Goates, 
Capons, and Fowles. He had foꝛtie thouſande hoꝛſes, 
and. rt. thouſande hoꝛſemen to ke pe them. The weight 
of golde that came euery pere out of Ophir to Salomon, 
was ſire hundꝛeth thzee ſcoꝛe and ſire talents of golde, be⸗ 
ſide that which Merchantes and other men bꝛought him. 
Mhereot he had ſo great abundance; that he made the 
furniture ot the Loꝛdes Temple all ot cleane golde. Vea, 
there was not ſo much as a dꝛinking pot in all his owne 
houſe, but it was of golde: And as foꝛ Siluer, he made 
it as plentye as ſtones in the ſfreate . But notwithſfan- 
ding all this his wiſedome and riches, which God had gi⸗

Samſon, the Sonne of Panoah of the Tribe of 
Dan, was boꝛne in the Citic of Z araah, and became a 
mightic ſtrong man. On a time as he went to the Citie 


of Thamnath and ſawa woman of the Philiffins which 


liked him well, he intreated his parents to haue hir to his 
wyle. Who not contented therewith repꝛoued him, ſay⸗ 
ing: Is there neuer a wife among the daughters of thine 
pwne people and bꝛethzen, but theu muſt take a wpfe a⸗ 


mong the vncircumciſed Philiſtines 2 Well (fapd Sam- 
ſon) let me haue hir foꝛ ſhe pleaſeth mee well. Then his 


parents (not knowing it was the Loꝛdes doing, that hee 
ſhoulde ſ&ke an occaſion agaynſt the Philiſtines) went 
with their ſonne to Thamnath to ſ& the woman; And by 
the wape going, Samſon ( vnknowne to his parentes ) 
flue a Lyon which came ramping vpon him, and ſo went 
koꝛth with them and talked with the woman. And a fewe 
dayes after, as he came agayne to reccyne his wyfe , he 
turned aſide to ſee the carkeps of the Lyon, and formde 
in the bellye thereof, a ſwarme of Bees and hony,where- 
of he tokein his hande , and went cating to his Father 
and mother gane them parte of the Vonp. And when 
the feaſt day of his martage was come, he ſapde to thirtie 
pong men ot his gueſtes: I will put fozth a riddle vnto 
vou, and it yee can declare it mee within the ſeuenth day 
of the Feaſt , J will giue you thirtie ſhyꝛtes, and thirtie 
chaunge of ray ment, and if yee cannot, then ſhall vou 
giue mce the lyke: The riddle is this: Out of the cater 
came meate , and out of the ffrong came ſweetneſſe. And 
when the ſcuenth day was come, and the men had not vet 
founde out the ryddle, they pcrſwaded Samſons wyſe to 
ſucke it out of hir hulbande and tell it them, who ncuer 


_ reſfed flattering of Samſon and weeping befoze him till 
he had tolde hir. Chen they ( being taught of hir) went to 


Samſon befoze the was downe, and ſayde: what 
= is 
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is ſweeter than honx And what is ſfronger than a L pon. 
Chen ſayde Samſon : It pe had not plowed with my 
Cale, ye had not founde out my tyddle. Attdſohe went 
ont to the Citie of Aſcalon (one ot the chirteſt Cities of 
the Philiſtines) and flue thirtie mou, And gaue the 

of them to thole that had erpounded his riddle, and ſo got 
him dome to his fathers houſe haife-diſpleaſed with hys 
wyfe.

And when the Loꝛde had called him 
the fourth time, and had opened vnto him, all that he had 
determined againſt the houſe of Eli (foꝛ not cozrecting 
his ſonnes foz their great wickedneſſe ) Samuel went to 
his mayſter Eli, and (at his commaundement) tolde hum 
cuery whit what the Loꝛde had ſayde. Now Samuel (be- 
ing the Loꝛds Pꝛophet) iudged the people, and was both 
loued + feared of them. And when he began to ware olde, 
and was not able to beare the burden, he made his two 
ſonnes (Joel and Abia) Judges ouer Iſracl, thinking 
that they woulde imitate his ſteppes: But contrarywiſe, 
thep were ſo couetous, that ( foꝛ lucre ſake) they per⸗ 


uerted all true iuſtice: where vpon the Elders of Jſrael, 


perceyuing Samuel to be olde, and his ſonnes giuen all 
to coueteouſneſſe, went to Samuel, deſiring of him that 
they might haue a king to rapgne ouer them as other na⸗ 
tions had. Then Samuel (hearing them ſpeake of a king) 
was ſoꝛe diſpleaſed. But neuertheleſſe, at the Lozdes 
commaundement, who bade him make them a King, her 
firſt declared to them, the office and authoꝛitie ol a Bing, 
and than annopnted Saule to de their King and gouer⸗ 
nour, whome he ſent to Gilgal, commaunding Saule to 
tary him there ſeauen dayes, and then he woulde come 
and tell him what he ſhoulde doe.

not continue. oꝛ the Loꝛde hath ſought him ont a man,

And as it 
chaunced Dauid to flee thither foꝛ feare of his ſonne Aab⸗ 
ſalom , this man came out againſt him curſing and rap⸗ 
ling out of meaſure, with ſuch ſpitefull wo:des as theſe;

Father Dauid. Semei, bearing , or obedient. 


Sennacherib, dung of Amiria was a mightie pzince, . Re g.18.c, / 


which ſeeing that Salmanaſar his pꝛedyceſſour had con⸗ 

quered the King of Jſrael and made them Tributaries, 

thought it god to ſet bpon the King of Juda, who at that

backe agapne thzee of the

tyme was the godly and moſt noble Ezechias. And when 
Sennacherib had gotten into his handes, all the chiefe 
Cities of Juda and Beniamin , ſaue onelp Jeruſalem , 


be beſieged that alſo , with ſuch might — power, that 
Ezechias was 
Sennacherib, 


to ſubmit himſelte to the mercie of 
him tribute, ſo much as he would 
demaunde. Uppon which offer, Sennacherib pꝛomiſed 
Ezechias, that if he woulde pape him thꝛee himdꝛeth ta⸗ 
lents of ſiluer, one of golde, his lande Could be ſafe and 
in quiet, which pꝛomuſe he kept truely till the mom were 
paped. But as ſone as he had receiued the meney, he ſent 
Captaynes he had, to 
make freſhe warre a Ezechias. And when they had 
pitched their tentes about Jeruſalem, they ſent foꝛ Eze⸗ 
chias, to come and ſpeake with them, who fearing his 
owne lyfe , ſent thze& of his Noble men vnto them to 
knowe the matter . when they had hearde all the 
blaſphemous woꝛdes of Rabſak, they returned and tolde 
them to Czechias. Who hearing thoſe euill newes, rent 


his clothes, and put on ſackcloth, and fell pꝛoſtrate vpon 
his face, and pꝛaped vnto the Lozde to helpe him, and to 


haue mercy vpon his people, and beſide that, he ſent to E⸗ 
ſay the Pꝛophet, deſiring him to pꝛay vnto the Loꝛd foz 
them: whoſe pꝛayer the Lo2de hearde, and bade him go 

tell Ezechias, that the blaſphemous rapling of Kabſak 
ſhoulde turne to his great ſhame, foꝛ he ſhould go home 
againe without vicozie , and neuer a ſtroke ſtricken. 
And ſo almightie God ſent his Aungell , which plagued 
the whole armpe of the Aſſirtans with ſuch a peſtilence, 
that in one night there dyed. 185. thouſande. At the which 
ſodaine death, 'Rabſak and all his hoffe that were left, 
ranne away. And then, Sennacherib got htm to Niniue, 


where at the laſt, being in the Temple, wozlhipping his 


God Niſroch, his owne ſonnes flue him. Nm e- 


rib, the buſbe deflruction.

bozdered ſo yon the lande of Canaan, that Poles could 
not paſſe from the deſert of Cades to Canaan, but her 
mult needes go thoꝛowe it, wherfoze Poſes ſent meſſen- 


row his land by the Kings hye way, and he would neither 
hurt his fields noꝛ vineyards,neither pet take ſo much as 
one dꝛop of water foꝛ him and his cattell to dꝛinke, but he 
would pap foꝛ it. Which reſonable requeſt, Seon refuſed. 

And thinking to haue ouercome Moſes and all his people 
(bycauſe they were ſtraungers ſoꝛe laboured and weary⸗ 
ed and knewe not the coaſt of his Countrep,neyther the 
ſhiftes of the Kealme ) he made out two great Armies a- 
gaynſt Poſes : Who hearing thereof was ſo afrayd that 
he aſked counſell of God what he ſhoulde doe: And God 
bade him not feare, but fight manfullpe and bodely with 


with all his power and pollicie ouerth;olwen. J Scon: 
6 rooting out, or treading vuder ſoote. 


Sephoꝛa, and Phua, were two of the Chickeſt 


Pydwpues in all Egipt, vnta whom Ning Pharao gaue 
a commaundement , that when ſo eyer they dyd execute 
their office among the women of the Hebzues, and ſawe 
in the byꝛth a man Childe, to kill it. But they, ( fearing 
God moꝛe than man) bzake his commaundement, and 
ſaued all the men childzen , laying fo2 their excuſe vnto 
the ung, that the women of the Hebꝛues were not as 
the women of Egipt, but ſo ſtrong and ſrurdy women 
that they were delynered befoze the Mydwpies came. 
And foz this derde, God delt mercyfully with the Wy- 
dowes, bycauſe they fcared him, 4 made them to pꝛoſper.

'Seon, was Ming of the Aunnozites, whoſe lande Nu. dels

And now, hearing the Goſpell to be ſowen'thozoweont 
all the Countrep by Paule and Barnabas, was deſi⸗ 
rous ta heare it, where vpon he ſent foꝛ them: By whoſe 
pzeaching and great myꝛacles that they dyd befoze him, 
he was at the laſt turned to the fayth of Cher. an 


Seth, was the thirde ſonne of Adam, and gaua hm⸗ 
ſelfe all to vertue and godlineſſe. His Father was at the 
age of an hundzed and thirtie yeres befoze he begot Seth, 
Seth was an hundzed and fiue peres olde,befoze he begot 
Enos. He liued after the birth of Enos eight hundꝛed and 
ſeauen peares. So that all the dapes of Heth, were nyne 
hundzed and twelue yeares, Seth, ſer , or put.

Sichem, the tonne of Hemoz the Venpte , rauiſhed 
Dina the daughter of Jacob. Foꝛ the which deeve, Sp⸗ 
meon and Leuy (the bꝛothers ol Dina)flue both Sichem, 
and his father Hemoꝛ with many mo. 


Sidꝛach, ꝙpiſach and Abednago, were tha& of Da⸗ 
niels companions, and of the Childꝛen of Juda. Which 
th:& yong men Nabuchodonoſoꝛ ( at Daniels interceſ- 
ſon) made Rulers ouer all the Officers in the lande of 
Babilon. And bycauſe they woulde not fall downe to the 
Kinges golden Image which he had made and ſet vp to 
be woꝛſhipped, they were accuſed to the Ring, as tranſ⸗ 
greſſours ot his commaundement. And being bꝛought 
befo:e the Bing, he ſtraighly charged them, to be ready 
the nert daye when they hearde the noyſe of Trompettes 


and other Inſtruments of Muſicke, to fall downe « woꝛ:⸗⸗ 


ſhip his Jmage as other dyd, oꝛ elſe they ſhoulde be caſt 
nto th whote burning Seer am berieten

what god is able to deliuer pou out of my handes. They 
aunſwered and ſapde: Dh Nabuchodonoſoz , we ought 
not to conſent to thee in this matter: Foz why : our God 
whome we ſerue is able to kepe vs from the whote bur- 
ning Ouen, (O Ring) and can right well delyuer vs out 
of thp hands: And though he will not,yet ſhalt thou know 
(O King) that we will not ſerue thy goddes, noꝛ doe re- 
uerence to that Image which thou half ſet vp. The King 
hearing this, was ſv full of indignaciõ, that he cauſed the 
ſtrongeſt men that were in all his hoſf,to bind them hand 
and fote, and caſt them into the Duen,which Duen was 
made ſo exceding hote, that the flame of the fire deſtroyed 
thoſe men that caſt them in. And as the King lokedinto 
the Duen after the men, he ſawe fowcr walking at liber- 
tie in the middeſt of the Ouen, and the fourth man was 
lpke bnto the ſonne of God to loke vpon. And being ſoꝛe 
aſtonyed thcreat,he went to the Duens mouth and lai de: 
O pe ſeruauntes of God, come out of the Ouen. And 
when they were come fo:th , it coulde not be perteyued, 
nepther by the heaire of their heades, neyther pet by the 
ſmell of their garments , that euer any fyze had touched 
them. And ſo the King pꝛayſed the God of Sidꝛach, Mi⸗ 
ſach and Abednago, and pzomoted them to honour, 


Silas „ was a certapne Diſciple ſent with Paule 
and Barnabas and other choſen bꝛethꝛen, to Antioche to 
pacifte the variaunce,which was there happened about 
circumciſion , And after the falling out of Paule 4 Bar⸗ 
nabas about John Parke: Silas became Paules com- 
panion , and labour fellow in the Goſpell a great whyle, 
and was in bondes with him at Philippos , where they 
conuerted the Japler and all the Pziſoners,and were de- 
linered as Nomapnes. From thence they departed to 
Theſſalonica , where the Jewes ſet the Citic in ſuch a 


ro:e agaynſt them that Paule was fayne to fipe to At- 
thens, leauing Silas behind him, with a pꝛecept, to Re 
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The huer of holy Sainfls,  - 
ſpcede after him, who came to Paule at Cozinth, 


Silpha, was hand mayde 02 ſeruaunt to Len, wo 
being giuen ( by hir myſtrelle conſent) to Jacob to wpfe, 
b:ought him koꝛth twa ſonnes,Gad and Aſer, « Silpha, 
4 Rheume or d1Hlillacion at the mouth, or vyleneſſe. 


DSiluanus, was a great ſetter fo:th of the Goſpell 
with Paule and Timotheus, as is mencioned in the firſk 
and ſcconde epiſtle to the Theſſalonians firſt Chapters, 


Simeon, was a bleſſed olde man dwelling in Jeru⸗ 
ſalem , which longed ſoze foz the comming of Pellias. 
And where as he had pzapev onto God, to giue hym the 
gift, that he might but once ſer him with his bodyly eyes 
befoze he departed out of this woꝛlde, he recepued an an- 
ſwere of the holy Ghoſt, that he ſhoulde not ſ& death vn⸗ 
till he had ſerne Chꝛiſt with his fleſhly eyes ( which he had 
ſcene many adap befoze with the eyes of his fayth.) And 
when the tyme came that the Childe Jeſus ſhoulde ber 
b:ought into the Temple by his parents, Symeon by the 


inſpiracion of the holy Ghoſt , came into the Temple a 


little befoze them, and when he had ſeenc all things done 
by the Pꝛieſt accoꝛding to the lawe, he (ot a godly zeale) 
toke the Babe in his armes alſo and ſayde ; Loꝛde, now 
letteſt thou thy ſeruant depart in peace, accoꝛding to thy 
pꝛomiſe: Foz mine eyes hath ſeene thy ſaluaſion which 
thou hath p2epared'befoze the face of all people. A light 


to lighten the Gentils,and the gloꝛy of thy people Jſracl. 


And when he had bleTed the Babe, he ſayde to Parp the 
childes mother: Beholde this childe is ſet to be the fall 


and vpꝛiſing agapne of many in Jſrael , and foꝛ a ſigne 
which is ſpoken againſt. And moꝛeouer, the ſwo:de ſhall

man of great wyſcdome, and the hygh Pꝛieſt among the 
Jewes. Þe helped much his beother Judas u Jonathas 
in the warres,and after the death of Judas, he diſcomſi⸗ 
ted Bachides, and was made Captapne ouer the Jewes 
_ after the appꝛehenſion of Jonathas, and ouercame An⸗ 
tiochus. But in the ende, he was of Ptolomy his ſonne 
in lawe moſt trayterouſly murthered. 


Symon, of the Tribe of Bentamin , being a Ruler 
of the Temple what time as Onias was the high Pꝛieſt, 
went about to wozke much miſchicfe in the Citie of Je⸗ 
ruſalem. And when he ſawe that he coulde not ouercome 
Onias andthe other Pꝛieſtes that reſiſted hym , he got 

him to Appolonius, which then was Gouernour of Celo- 
ria and Phineces and tolde him that the Treaſurye in 
Jeruſalem was full of innumerable money, which dyd 
not belong to the pꝛouiſion of the ſacrifice , and that it 
were poſſible that theſe thinges might come to the Kings 
hands: But when this bew:aver of the money and of his 
owne natural! Countrpe ſawe the great plague that fell 
on Heliodoꝛus, (which was ſent foz the money) and that 
his curſed deuiſe coulde take no place, then he fell to raps 
ling and laundering of Dnias , repozting of hum, that 
he had moued Ycliodozus to that malicious enterpzice, 
pea : ſo much increaſed his malice againſt the godly man 
Onias, that he could not ſpeakg well of him. Wherefoze 
Onias (the malice of Symon compelling him therevnto) 
complayned on Symon to Seleucus the Bing, to haue 
bimrefozmed, | | 


Symon, of Ceren , the Father of Alexander and 
Rufus , was compelled to beare Ch:iffes Crolſe when 
he went to his paſſion. Jt was the cuſtome to make hym 


that was condempned, to carye his Crolle: ome 
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Mack. 27. d. 
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much,as Jeſus was not able to do it fo: weakeneſfe,thep 
toke Symon as he came out of the car made hym 
to bearc it after Ic ſus. i Jy #e 3166 


Simon, a certaine Phariſey, inuited Jeſus to = 
Table. And Jeſus ſitting at mcate with him, there came. 
ina certayne woman with an Alabaſter boxe of oynt⸗ 
ment, who Fade behinde him weeping , and beganne to 


waſhe his fete with teares , and to wype them with the 


heares of hir heade. That done, ſhe kiſſed them, and an- 
noynted them with hir werte oyntment. Then Simon 
which had well marked all hir doings, ſpake within him⸗ 
ſclfe, ſaying: if this man were a P2ophete , he woulde 
ſurely haue knowen , who and what maner of woman 


this is which teucheth him, foꝛ ſhe is a ſinner ; To whoſe

There was a certapne lender which had two detters;the 


one ought ſiue hundzed pence, and the other fiftie: And 
when they ha nothing to pape, he foꝛgaue them both, 
which of them therefo2e, tell me, will lone him moſte - 
Simon ſayde : J ſuppoſe that he will loue him beſt, to 
whome he foꝛgaue moſt: Thou haſt truely ſayde (quoth 
he.)

But after this, when Peter and John were come 
krom Jeruſalem, and had layde their handes on the peo⸗ 
ple, by the which the holy Ghoſt was giuen: Simon (co⸗ 
ueting to haue that gift as well as they) offered the Apo- 
ities monep, to gpue him the power to doc the ſame; To 
whome Peter ſayde: Thy money periſhe wyth thee, bi- 
cauſe thou weeau that the gift of God map be obtapned 
with money : thou half neyther part noꝛ fellowſhippe in 
this buſineſſe , koꝛ thy heart is not right in the ſight of 
God: Repent theretoꝛe of this thy wickedneſſe,and pꝛay 
God that the thoughtes of thine heart maye be foꝛgyuen 
thee, foꝛ J percepue that thou art full of bytter gall, and 
wꝛapped in iniquitie: Then ſapde Simon, pzay ye vnto 


the Loꝛd foꝛ me, that none of theſe things which ve haue 


ſpoken, fall on me. And ſo they left him full of malice 
and deuiliſh poyſon, tyed in the bondes of Satan, 
Ok Simon the ſonne of Dntas, whoſe pꝛayſe is ſet 
out.

T he lyues of holy daincts, 


| Sintiches, was a certapne Chꝛiſtian bꝛother, to 
whome Paule ſent lalutacions from Rome, exhoꝛting 
him and Euodias to be of one accoꝛde in the Loꝛde. 


Diſennes, the vnder ſhirife in Siria and Phent- 
ces, with other heade Rulers there, went to Z oꝛobabel 
and his Companions the Jewes (which were come bp 
Darius licence, to builde the houſe of the Loꝛde at Jeru- 
ſalem agayne) and demaunded who had giuen them ſuch 
commaundement. And when they ſaw-the Jewes would 
not ceaſe, then he (with others) ſent their letters of com- 
plaint to Darius the King to knowe his plcaſure . And 
when they had receyued the Kings aunſwere, Siſennes 
with all the reaſt of the Rulers, obeyed the Ringes com- 
maundement, and helped the Jewes with all diligence 
to builde the ſandtuarie agapne, and ſo the woꝛke went 
foꝛth and pꝛoſpered. 


Siſach, Ning of Egypt came to Jeruſalem in the fift 
pere of the reigne of Roboam, with twelue hundzed Cha⸗ 
rets, and thꝛcſcoꝛe thouſande hozſemen , and people in⸗ 
munerable, and ſpopled the Temple of the Loꝛde, and 
the Kings honſe, and toke away all the treaſure in both, 
with the ſhieldes of gold, which Salomon had made, and 
ſo departed, © Siſach, an cmptie, or « voyde ſacke, or bagge. 


Siſera, was the generall Captaine of King Jabyns 
hoſte. And truffing in the great ſtrength of his Chariots 
of yꝛon ( which were nyne hundzed) and power of his men, 
he went againlf the childꝛen of Jſrael, thinking to haue 
cuerrunne them all. But God ſo w2ought with the holye 
P2ophetelſe Deboza, and wyth Barach hir Captarne, 
that they deſtroyed his Chariots with all his hoſt . So 
that Siſera himſelfe was fapne to ſlie on fote. And com- 
ming by the tent of Heber (foz there was peace *

King Jabin and the houſe of Heber) he turned in. And 
being ſoꝛe a thirſt, he deſired Jael the wyfe of Heber to 
giue him ſome dzinke : and ſhe bꝛought a bottell ofnulke, 
and gaue it him to dꝛinke, and when he had dꝛunke, and 
was lapde downe to take his reſt, he ſapde to Jael: Goe 
(I pꝛape thee) eſfande in the Tent doze : And when any 
doth come to enquire of ther, it there be any man here, ſay 
nay . And fo thinking he had beene ſafe ynough, toke his 
reſt, and fell a leepe. Then Jael with a naple which thee 
dꝛous into his heave, flue him, © papa es that is 4

the childzen of Ammon, and Machir the ſonne of Ammi⸗

Soſtenes, ot whome caint Paule maketh mention 
in his firſt Epiſtle to the Cozinthians ſirſt Chapter, was 
the chiole Ruler of the ſinagoge in the Citie of Achaia, az 
gaynſt whome the Grerkes had ſuch indignation, fo2 ta⸗ 
king Pa ules part agaynſt the Jewes, that they felt vpon 
him; befoꝛe the Judges fete (where Gallio the Loꝛde 
Deputie ſate) and ſmote him: And Gallio not palling 
—— let them alone, and woulde not meddle wpth the

be a denper of God) made an earneſt aunſwere vnto hys 


whome aroſe certapne ot the Sinagoge , which were 
called Libertines, Cirenites, and of Alexandꝛia, Ciliſia, 
and Aſia, which diſputed with him. And when they could 
not reſtſt his wiſcdome, and the ſpirit of God wherewith 
be ſpake, they accuſed him of blaſphemie agaynſt God 
and Poſes, and bꝛought him befoze the Counſell wpth 
their falſe witneſſes ready, which ſayde: we hearde this 
fellowe ſpeake blaſphemons woꝛdes againſt this holye 
place and Lawe, ſaying that Jeſus of Nazareth ſhoulde 
— — chaunge the oꝛdinaunces which 
Poles gaue vs. And all the Counſell loked ffedfaſfly vps 


— — itherbene the face of an 


Angell. Then Steuen (foz2 as much as he was accuſed to 


accuſation, in the ende whercof, the Counſell wared ſo 
angry againſt him, that their hearts claue a ſunder, and 

gnaſhedon him with their teeth. But he (being full of the

Suſanna, the daughter of Helchia , was a verpe Dan. 13. cap. 


fayzc woman, giuen to all vertue and godlineſſe. Hir huſ- 
bandes name was Joachim, a man of great reputacion 
among the Jewes. In the firſt yeare that Suſanna was 
maryed, there were two Judges made which reſoꝛted 


much to Joachyms hcuſe,and all ſuch as had anye thing 


to doe in the lawe, came thither vnto them. Theſe two 
Judges (being wicked men) were ſo wounded with the 
lone of Suſanna, and burned fo in luſt with hir, that they 
coulde not tell what to doe: But nepther durſt᷑ tell the o⸗ 
ther his gricfe no2 pet ( foꝛ ſhame) vtter their inoꝛdinate 
luſt vnto hir. And \ on a daye, when they had ſit long in 
 Joachpms he uſe abeut matters ofthe lawe, and wayted 

fo: to haue their purpoſe on Suſanna , and coulde not, 
they bꝛake vp and went home to dinner. And at their re- 


turne agapne togithers, the one bꝛake to the other their 


whole-mindes , and appointed a tyme , when they might 
take hir alone. And when they had ſpyed oute a- conue- 
nient tyme, that Suſanna went into the C (as hir 
maner was) with two of hir Maydens oneip, to wath hir 
frife; theſe two hidde themſelues in the Garden agaynſt 
hir comming ; And affone as the Bapdens had ſhut the 
Oꝛcharde does, and were gone foꝛ Oyle and Dope foz 
their Pyſtreſſe, the two Elders came vppon Duſanna 
and ſavde: The Garden does be nowe ſhut that no man 
can ſee bs, and we burne in luſt towardes ther, thererdꝛe 
conſent, and lye with vs, if thou wilt not, we will beare

dens; Then Suſanna ſighed and ſayde: It J doe followe 
pour minds, it will be my death: and if J conſent not vn⸗ 
to you I cannot eſcape pour handes. It is better foꝛ mee 
to fall into your handes without the deede doing, than to 
ſinne in the ſight of the Loꝛde, and with that cryed out 
with a lowde voyce, and the Elders crped- out agaynſt 
hir, which clamour on both parties was ſo great , that 
it was hearde among the Seruauntes without , which 
ranne to the Oꝛcharde doꝛe and burſt it open, to ſee what 
the matter was: And when the ſeruaunts, had heard the 
Elders repoꝛt of Suſanna , they were greatly aſhamed , 
fo: there was neuer ſuch a repoꝛte made of Suſanna be- 
foꝛe. And ſo on the next mozowe , the two Elders ( full 
of miſchieuous tmaginacions) declared the matter to 
Joachpm hir huſband to bꝛing hir to death. And when ſhe 
was come with hir father and mother, hir Childꝛen and 
all hir kinne, to be indged accoꝛding to the law, ſhe ſtode 
befoze the two wicked Judges with hir face conercd , 
who commaunded to take the cloth from hir face, that at 


the leaſt, they might be ſatiſfied with hir bewtie , which 


thing being done: The Judges ſtode vp and layed thetr 
bandes vpon the heade of Suſanna , ſaping : As we were 
walking in the Oꝛcharde alone, this woman came in 
with hir two Maydens, whom the ſent awaye from hir, 
making faſf the D:charde dw:e after them. Then ſfarte 
their vp a pong fellowe which laye hidde in the Garden, 
and went vnto hir xlaye with hir. Then we which rode

veare. n had receyued his ſight two and 
fourtie yeares , and ſo he dyed at the age of an hundzed 


and was honourably buryed in the Ct 
tic of Pinne , obiah » the Lerde is good 


Toby, the lone of Toby, being bought bp tn the 
feareof God,followed the vert uous — 
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in all thinges. He was ſent tothe Citie of Rages to one 
Gabelus foz certavne money which his father had lent 
bim. And (after many daungers by the waye) was, by 
Goddes pꝛouiſton, whoſe Aungell was his guide, maryed 
there, ts the daughter of Raguel whoſe name was Sara. 
And when he had taryed with his father and mother in 
lawe, about a two werkes, he returned home with much 
ſubſtaunce, to the great conſolatton and com ſoꝛt of olde 
Toby his Father, and Anna his Mother. After whoſe 
death (when he had remapned at Nintne the ſpace of two 
and fourtie yeares) he departed with his wyfe and ſcuen 
ſonnes to the Citie of Rages , where he founde his Fa- 
their and mother in lawe, both lyuing in great age, on 
whom he toke the care vntill they died and was heyꝛe to 
all there godes. And when this Toby had lyued. xcix. 
peares,he dyed and was burped. After whoſe death, his 
poſteritie continued in ſuch an holye conuerſacion of life, 
that they were belwued and accepted both of God and 


- Toby, the Ammonite and ſonne in lawe to Secha⸗ 
nia, was one that conſpired with Sanabalat to hinder 
the buplding of Jeruſalem. Foz when Sanabalat ſapde 
in derifion oof the Jewes: What doe theſe weake Jewes?

And 
when Alexander was dead, Triphon feunde the mcancs 
to get his yong ſonne Antiochus out of the handes of C⸗ 
maſcuel the Arabian (who had bꝛeught him vp)to reigne 
in his Fathers ſtcade. And when he had got the geucr- 
naunce ef the pong Ring, he concepucd treaſen agaynſt 


hym, which he thought coulde neuer be well bzonght to

paſſe, ſo long as Jonathas ( whome the Bing had made 
bygh Pꝛieſt) was his friende , wherefoꝛe he ſcught to 
kill Jonathas, that he might come the caſpcr by his wic- 
ked purpoſe. So Triphon went to a place called Becthfan 
at the which place Jonathas met hym with fourtie thous 
ſande men, Then Triphon perteyuing the great hoſte 
that Jonathas b:zonght., was afrapde, and theught it not 
beſt to meddie with him at that time, but to vſc ſome pos 
licie howe to betrape hym. And ſo commaunding all his 
ſouldicurs to be as obedient to Jenathas in all thinges, 
tuen as they weulde be vnto himſclfe , he receyued hym 
honoꝛablye with great rewardes. And being mette togi⸗ 
thers, Triphon ſapde to Jonathas : Why haſt thou cau⸗ 
ſed this people to take fuch traftifyte , ſeemg there is no 
warre betweene vs: Therefoꝛe ſende them home againe, 
and choſe certapne men to wayte vpon the; end come 
then with mee to Ptclomaisfo2 J will giue it ttœ, with 
other ſtrong hol des, loꝛ that is the onelye'cauſe of my 
comming, and ſo J mult depart.

long pꝛetenced purpoſe about, on a tyme as he walked a⸗ 


bꝛode with the pong Ring, he moſt trayteroudy ſlue htm, 
and poſſeſſed the Realme,and crowned himſelfe King of 
Aſia, and dyd much hurte in the lande. F inally,Triphon 
was ſo behated of all men, that when Antiochus the ſonne

This fal ſe Soꝛ⸗ 
cerer was got into the Citie of Paphos, and there beyn 
crept into fauour with Sergius Paulus, Ruler of 
Countrie, wythſtode the dodrine ok Barnabas 
Paule, ſcking by all meanes to turne the Rulers 
from the fapth in Chꝛiſt. But Paule (being full of 
holy ghoſt) perceyuing the deuiliſhe and fubfile craft 
this ſo:cerer , loked ſtedfaſtly vpon him and ſapde : O 
full of all ſubtiltie and miſchicfe, the chylde of the Dewi, 
and enimie of all righteouſneſſe, wylt thou not ceaſe to 
pcruert the frepght wayes of the Loꝛde: Now therfoꝛe 
beholde, the han>e of the Loꝛde is vpon ther, and thou 
ſhalt be blinde, and not able to ſee the Dunne fo2 a ſea⸗ 
ſon. And when Paule had pꝛonounced theſe woꝛdes, the 
Enchaunter was ſtricken with blyndeneſſe, ſo that he 
(as one ama ed) wandꝛed vp and downe,ſceking foz ſo1 
man to leade him by the hande, © Berieſus, an Enſorc 
rer, of Commer.

Joſeph, the ſonne of Jacob and Rachel, was in hys Gen ... , 
that he made him a coate of many colours: But his bze⸗ 
th:en hated him, bicauſe his dꝛeames ſignified vnto 
them, that he ſhould be Loꝛde duer them all, and they his 
ſeruantes. And being at the age of. xvi. yeares, he was
